Two of the most notable speeches ever mado 
in Atlanta were those of Hon, Pa Cal. 
oun andjJ udge James K. Hines at the capitol 


last night. | : 
The prominence with which the names of 


both gentlemen have been mentioned in con- 
néction with the United Stdugs senatorship 
gave a peculiar interest to the occasion ; the 
foreknowledge that the speeches would possi- 
bly determine doubtful votes enough to di- 
rectly affect the final result of the contest, all 
gave 4 peculiar interest to the addresses, 

The simplest justice that conld be done 
them is to say that much was expected of both 
gentiemen, and both surpassed the expecta- 
tions of their most sanguine friends. 

They were great speeches, 

The Organization. 

Upon motion of Dr. M. A. Baldwin, repre- 
sentative from Randolph county, Senator J. 
E. Nunnally, of the twenty-seventh, was 
made chairman of the meeting. 

Just after 8 o’clock, Mr. Cathoun, with Sen- 
ator C. 'T. Zachry and Judge Hines, with rep- 
resentative Johu Sibley, of Cobb, entered the 
ha!!. 


This was a signal for prolonged cheering 
and it camé with a heartiness that was fairly 


aspiring. 

Every seat upon the floor of the house was 
oecupied,a notably large percentage of them by 
the members to whom they belonged. Crowds 
were left standing at all the doorways and the 
gallery was well filled. 

* Senator Nunnally then introduced Mr. Pat 
Calhoun. He said: 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I thank 
you for the honor ov presiding over this body on 
this occasion. It now becomes my duty to intro- 
duce to you, if I may say 80, a man who, when the 
principles advocated by the democratic party in 
Georgia were ip doubt, it was left to him to clear 
the way and give to the people an exposition that 
gatisfied the most incredulus of Georgia and the 
fnion. A victory followed, uneqgualed in the 
annals of our history. lallude to Patrick Calhoun, 
of Atlanta, (a. 

Mr. Calhoun's Speech. 
Mr. Calhoun arose amidst much applause, 
end spoke as follows: 
Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the General As- 
Bembly, Ladies and Gentlemen: On the 22d of last 
August there was joined in this hali one of the 
most important political iésues ever joined in this 
country. Turn your minds back for three onthe, 
und consider the condition of politics in this 
State at that time. But ashort time before the 
democratic convention had met, and had ad- 
journed ina single day, nominating with great 
Barmony the state officers. Colonel Livingston, 
anallianceman; Mr. Watson, in sympathy with 
the alliance; Mr. Kverett and Mr. Moses, had 
cleared the way for victory in their districts. Ey- 
Grywhere it was evident that the alliance- 
inch would control this state if everything re- 
mained im perfect harmony. [Applause.] 
Growing on the other side, and growing in Caro- 
lina as in Georgia, and growing in other states of 
this union, there was an apposition to the alliance. 
There were two courses openta@ the southern white 
en either t6 Bay te the farmers of Georgia and of 
Carolina, and of the south, “you area majority 
and we will follow you,’ and tosaytothose who 
were insopposition to the alliance, “Do net allow 
anyantagenism oF vs to the principles 
of the ailiance to drive you away from the 
majority of the democratic party.” [Applause.} 
The other course that was open was to say to the 
a@iliance, **We caunot endorse your principjes, but 
for harfiony’s sake don’t drive inen away from 
you who do not agree with your principles.” 
When the alliance convention adjourned there 
was found on one side the popular governor of 
this state,a man of giorious record, of glorious 
achievements, whose honor and whose fame will 
always be dear to every Georgian’s heart. [Loud 
applause.) On the other was found the alliance 
convention putting principles above men, and 
Standing where the i’uritans have stood, and 
Standing where the grandest men in America have 
Bteod, declaring, “It makes no difference 
What arc. our sengmenis, or what may 
be the tuture, we will bear aloft forever 
the standard of our principles.” (Renewed ap- 
plause.} 
Scarcely was it known thatthe issue had been 
joined before there sprang up. all over this State, 
Oppesition to the alliance. ‘The opposition to the 
alliance had found leaders. Men cueclared them- 
relives in taver of Jeffersonian principles. Mem- 
bers oi the legislature were threatened with oppo- 
Bition if they did not submit to sacrifice their 
rWinciples in favor of personalism. South Caro- 
ins eaucht tlie contagion, and a nominee of the 
isgruntied was broughtout against the regular 
democratic nomninée, who was an allianceman. 
Getore I had read that issue, before | 
hud read the papers, the governor of this 
state telegraphed imé a request to return to 
Georgia. He had been my life-long friend, or, 
rather, since [ had been in this state. I wired 
back that I woujd come as Seon as I could. When 
I saw the issue that had been made, I determined 
thatI could follow no one in opposition to the 
people. [Cheers,! 
Opposition to the alliance continued to grow, 
and i thought 1 saw signs of a division Aimong the 
white men of the south, and I wrote an article 
to the people of Georgia,and not merely for 
Georgia, but for the people of the country. 
lL believed that underiying _ the alliance 
movement were rreat principles that 
e to be «advocated and defended, 
and that the people would recognize the neces- 
sity for financial! relief, 
Not caring to obtrude my personality upon the 
people of Georgia, 1 simply signed my articles, 
Georgian.” Searcely had that been done. when 
throughout this state there were circulated rumors 
that the Termsinal company had a candidate for 
the senate.

ore. Sparta fell,cultured Athens 
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liberty-loving Rome fell because the land and the 
wealth and the power passed to a few as against 
the many. The period of pauperism in America 
has not yet arrived, but the period of discontent 
has come. Sectionalism hai been rampant. A 
barrier has been created between the southern 
farmerand the western and northern farmer in 
order to turn the control and the power of this 
government to the protectionists. Railroad trans- 
portation has also created dissensions. While the 
railroads have done more for the development and 
civilization of America than any 
other single instrument, they need 
control, and have needed control. 
[Applause.| With these issues confronting the 
;eople, with the feeling of discontent running 
from ocean to ocean, and from gulfs to lake, and 
with the force bill staring the south im the face, 
what has been the duty of southern men’? It re- 
quired oppressive conitions to bring into existence 
this great agricultural movement. Do not fool 
yourself, gentlenien. No set of men could have 
vrought this great Farmers’ Alliance together un- 
lesk the conditions underlying the organization 
were the conditions that go to create a greatpeo- 
ple movement. Under these circumstances it was 
the interest and duty of every man in this 
country to take off his coat and go to work for the 
purpose of promoting, not the Farmers’ Alliance 
but the great principles advocated by the Farm- 
ers’ Alliance, [Great applause.} 

i have never in my life belonged to a secret or- 
Fanization. but, gentlemen, | judge the tree by 
the fruit it bears, and so Jong as the alliance pro- 
duces fruit like its present platform, lam with 
them. [Cheers.} 

Tenight, gentlemen, fromevery part of this 
country the eyes of the people are upon you, This 
great agricultural organization, now in thirty-five 
states, watches your efforts in (ieorgia with hope 
and with ear. They are anxious to see what you 
are going to do. But after a campaign 
in this state you have met divided. On one 
side, almost solidly, are the non-alliancemen, On 
the other side are a majority of alliancemen, but 
with the non-alliancemen stand a large part of 
your body. Hadevery man in Georgia had fol- 
owed the path of duty and said to the people of 
Georgia, ‘Trust the farmers and unite with them 
in Carrying out their prineiples,” there would have 
been no division in your ranks. Because I have 
helped to fight your battles they say I am a rail- 
roader and a monopolist, and that a railroad- 
nan is practically disfranchised in Georgia. 
I «do not believe it. Many of your most emi- 
nent men have beenfrailroadmen. Colonel Black, 
of Augusta, than whom no purer man ever lived, 
is a railroad lawyer. A wajority of the gentlemen 
named as candidates, or possible candidates, are 
or have been railroad lawyers, and there is not an 
eminent man in his profession in this state, or out 
of it, who will not accept a retainer for railroads 
if it 18 properly and honorably tendered to hiin. 
j; Applause. } 

But is there a eonflict between the railroad and 
the people? Where does the conflict arise? What 
is arailroad? A mere instrument of commerce. 
There is no more natural antagonism 
between the farmer and the railroad than 
there is between the farmer and his wagon. ‘The 
one carries the commerce of the’ country to 
inarkets of the world; tha other takes the farmers 
products from his fleida to his barns. It is not 
the instrument that causes the antagonism. ‘The 
growth and development of the commerce of this 
country opening new fields and destroying the 
discriminations of nature has produced the con- 
flict. But the great question is how is that con- 
flict to be met. Not by the destruction of the 
railroads, but by their control. [Applause.] Stop 
the railroads ior forty-eight hours, and 
what wouid be the condition in the state of Geor- 
gia? What has tended te create 
great uniformity of rates between the cities and 
the country, but the railroads? What is tending 
to enable the farmers to sell their cotton at the 
ginhouses and ship 1¢ from the nearest station to 
the most distant markets of the world bat the 
great railroad systems?’ The conditions of com- 
ierce forcing great combinations, are forcing 
upon the people of this country the necessity o 
having strong and powerful state and interstate 
control. [Applause.] Your platform puts the 
roads there, and every man in and out of railroad 
service ought to Stand with you on that platform. 
(Applause. } F 

It has been said that the railroads or this 
country are interested with the ‘protectionists. 
Gentlemen, they are not. The prosperous farmer 
and the prosperous railroad ro hand in hand. The 
one cannot haul unless the other has products to 
ship. One is as essential as the other. It haa 
becn said that agricultural classes demand cheap 
piows and obeap hoes, and yet it is forgotten that 
there is more iron on twenty miles of railroad 
with its complement of cara and engines than 
in an average agricultural county. 

Butit has been said that the railroads want a 
contraction of the currency. Gentlemen, the 
railroads are the bigyest debtors in America. 
Their indebtedness reaches the astounding fig- 
ures of over nine billions of dollars, and while a 
few rich, powerful men may be interested in try- 
ing to work the market, the great body of their 
stockholders and bondhoiders are as much inter- 
estedin an abundant, stable and flexjble cur- 
rency a8 the fariners of Cieorgia are, or the farm- 
ers of any portion of this country. The railroad 
stockholders are the debtor clasb, and as a debtor 
class they have asympathy and a feeling with 
every other debtor class in America. You must 
separate the instrument—separate the vast mas 
of stockholders form the men whositin Wall 
street merely and grind the stockholders and the 
bondholders between the upper and the nether 
millstome. The last six months that has brought 
such financial distress throughout the country, 
has caused a loss tothe bondholders and stock- 
hoiders, of the railroad systems of Arerica, of 
nearly two hundred millions of money. It has 
fallen heaviest on them. ‘Teil me that the men 
who have seen a shrinkage inthe value of their 
peteseer neariy $200,000,000 are not interested 
n changing this fivanciai condition. are not {n- 
terested in changing a financial system that 
allows no bank vof issue in the country except 
national banks, and to them no power toissue eur- 
rency except on government bonds at 90 cents of 
their par Value, selling at 1.24 in 
the market, and steadily being retired by 
the surplus money in the treasury wrong 
from the toiling masses. [Applause.} ‘The future 
and the hope of this conntry, and of the fouth, 
lies in this great agricultural movement, uniting in 
close political and cominercial relations the great 
northwest with the south. The railroads wil! 
heip you in forming these relations. 

Now bear with me one moment while I tell you 
just two statistical facts. The roads of the cen- 
tral states north of the Ohio river earn 
$14,000 a wile gross, and about $4,900 net and do 
their business at an average of about seven mills 
per ton per mile, while the railroads in the south - 
easton about lcent per ton per mile, or 30 per 
cent more, only earn $4,200 a tnile gross, or jess 
gross than the roads in the central northen states 
earn net. Now, why is that’ It is because the 
great commerce of the country goesto ports 
north of the Obio river, and none comes down 
througn the south, out the> south Atlantic ports 
and on to the great countries of the world. Now, 
geiitiemen, if we can form close commercial and 
politicai union with that section of our common 
country, we will open that vast region to our 
manufactured products, and bring back their 
productions down through our stute to our sea- 
ports, and send them out to the great markets of 
the world. 

My main object in life has been to add what I 
could to southern prosperity and the promotion 
of southern industry, and tne promotion of south- 
ern political power. ‘Applause.}] And when | saw 
this great agricultural organization, I said to my- 
self: “With a great system of railroads which we 
want to compete with the great systems of roads 
north of the Ohio river in full and harmonious sym- 
pathy with the south, we have the strongest basis 
for political and commercial union that 
can be found in the world.” [Applause. 
When I saw further that that Lee < airwow sr 
and political union would mean that in- 
stead of sending our raw materials to the east to 
be manufactured, and thence sent to the west, we 
could manufacture it here at home, and send it 
back incars thatnow go empty to those great 
western markets, I said: ‘The interests of rail- 
roads and the farmers are identical, and should be 
united.”’ Where lies the reason that they cannot 
be? No natural antagonism exists, but an artifi- 
cial antagonisin produced by commercial condi- 
tions. Now, do we want those antagonisms to go 
on forever? Are the people of this country to 
spend their force and their energy, and destroy 
their iutiuence and their powerin local antago- 
nisins, or are they to unite, shoulder to shoulder, 
every interest and << class to march on to per- 
form the grest work in bringing about this finan- 
cial reform so necessary to every interest. {[Ap- 

lause.} 

r If [thought for one moment that thec 

that has been made that this financial legislation 
was purely class legislation in the interest of the 
farmer. and oppesed to other classes,I would not 
sSupportit. (Applause.}] But I believe that every 
proféssional an, that every railroad man, that 
every nan engaged in any profession or honorable 
business, is profoundly interested in having a 
representative currency based upon the merchan- 
dise of the country. {Much appiause}. 

Tell me that antagonisms exist! Tell 
me that these great instruments of com- 
merce should not be used by the people, for the 
people, in the promotion of their welfare and 
prosperity 7 How, if antagonism exists, is it to 

met? Are we to goon fighting, fighting now 
and fighting tomorrow, and fighting next year? 
No, but we are to agree upon a common platform 
that gives equal justice to ail, and special privi- 
leges to none. [Great cheering.) And agreei 
upon that common peagen say to the people, ant 
to the railioads, “You must come toit.” And, 
gentiemen of Georgia, I would no more hesitate 
to avow that utterance in any railroad board, 
with any railroad magnate that exists on earth. 
a fogemene 

ue give you an illustration of it. We had in 
this state a we contest over anti 
legislation. 
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Georgia, but it was in Tennessee and South Care- 
lina and in Virginia. I heard thag an anti-conéol- 
idation measure had passed alinost unanimously 
the senate of South Carolina. 1 heard that they 
had passed a bill to forfeit the charter of the Port 
Royal and Western Carolina railroad. It also had 
passed the house, and was hung up in the confer- 
ence committee on a mere amendment to allow 
the attorney general to proceed or not. I arrived 
in Columbia at iz o’clock, and at3o’clock I went 
before the comunittee with Judge A. C, Haskell, 
who recently ledithe opposition to Mr. Tillman 
There was also a railroad commission bil! that had 
passed the senate. Colonel Haskell, who is an tx 
ceedingly able man, madea very able argument. 
against the railroad commigsion.He had said to me: 
“Mr. Calhoun, there is no possibility of stemming 
this prejudice that exists against railroad consoli- 
dation”’ I made my argument and during the 
course of,ita member of that committee said to 
me: “Mr. Calhoun, your argument seems 
to be irreftnutable, ‘but how are you 
— . tH control this combination? Here 
8 Judge Haskell opposing the railroad 
commission.” I answered then, as I hope tI al- 
ways will answer, frankly. I said: “I favorarail- 
road commission.” The anti-consolidation bill 
was reported ativersely unanimously, The amend- 
ment to the conimission passed, and is a law of 
South Carolina today. 

That brings me to another question that has 
been seduously urged against me throughout this 
State, and that is that I was opposed to the Olive 
bill. Yes, gentlemen, I was opposed to it. lam 
opposed to that class of legislation now as | was 
then, and i would oppose it as earnestly today a8 
I would advocate the principles in which I believed. 
[Cheers.} It was said at the beginning of tat 
tight that the Terminal! combination would destroy 
the value of the State road. Inimy argument on 
the Olive bill the question was asked me what ef- 
fect it would have on the State road? I said’ it 


would make it more essential to the Louisville and 


Nashville road. At the next summer's mene of 
the legislature the minimum price was raised 
$5,000 a month or $60,000a year. I felt at the time 
that that perhaps was unwise because ‘the price 
was high. Restrietions were attempted to be 
placed on the lease bill, whieh, [ thought sin- 
verely, were unwise, because they struck ont & 
great competitor for the road, The restrictions 
were left out, and it was said the 
great Terminal monopoly would al- 
“orb = @yerything = in (georgia. I put 
my shoulders to the wheeland did all in my power 
to see that yourroad was leased and leased to a 
rival corporation. [Applause.| In that Olive bill 
speech | predicted that the Terminal system 
which I went into railroading to form would 
destrey the conditions that were then existing in 
the transportation systems in the south, and 
would be fullowed by other great systems, bring- 
ing great benefit to you. [Appiause.] 

jt was also said thatthe Terminal was a great 
monopoly and would prevent the building 
of all other roads, Today we _ 80ee 
the Louisville and Nashville in this state. We see 
the Kansas City road coming down and going 
across our state into South Carolina, giving two 
other great western systems, and we have seen 
the fact that Georgia has led the union in rail- 
road building in the last twowears. [Cheers.] 

Gentlemen, there is no man in Georgia who re- 
joices more in her prosperity and who would 
ro to greater lengths to serve her than I would, 
and the charge that I am a monopolist who would 
seek to break down the intercsts of this state, 
who would raise his hand to hurt his people, 
is absolutely untrue. (Renewed cheers.) It is 
like the kindred charge that 1 would seek with 
the power of the Terminal’s millions to go to 
the senate by yirtue of my fortune, or by 
virtue of the capital I represent. When J left 
South Carolina, a peor boy, at the age of fifteen— 
too poor to go on a railroad train, and following 
the same road that the Hon. Joseph KE. Brown 
followed into Georgia—and went to my grand- 
father’s house in Dalton, | brought with me nota 
single cent, fortnever did I inherit a nickel until 
recently from anybody on earth: but I brought 
with me a name which was pure, which had heen 
a synonym for purity in American politics, and 
so help me God—[prolonged applausej--I will 
iransimit that name to my children as spotiess as 
l received it from my father, [Renewed ap- 
plause.} 

But they say that those articles that were writ- 
ten for the people, that were written for tae pur- 
pose of harmony, that were written forthe pur- 
pose of promoting the welfare of the people of 
America, and calling theirattention to great evils, 
and their proper remedies, was mere time-serving 
for office. Let the man that: lives, + to one 
period of .my life where | bavee i ad. to 
avow a conviction, whether popular or unpepalar. 
And, sir, tonight there is no isducement—not the 
Terminal’s millions, nor forty times the Termi- 
nal’s millions—would induce me to do it. (Cheers. ] 
Can you not ‘see that the whole object 
of that idea is to create dissensions 
among you? ‘To prevent you from tollowing in the 
line of the great duty that you have before you; to 
prevent you treading that path on the idea 
that the men who advocate your principles are not 
sincere’? 

Sir, has the time come in this country when the 
lines between the rich and the poor are to be 
drawn’? Has it come in this country to the time 
when because a man is rich he has passed over the 
river and separated himself from the men who are 
poor? Has it come to the time when there is cdis- 
trust on the part of the property owner of the 
power of the people, and distrust on the part of 
the people of the property owner? If it has, revo- 
lution is nigh. If ithas, there is no escape but 
revolution, because inevitably when that period 
arrives, these two great interests will clash and 
deatroy both. Crwesar came froin the people and 
founded anempire. Napoleon was the result of 
revolution and founded an empire; but, sir, the 
great institutions of America are broad enough 
both for the rich and forthe poor. [Applause.} 
Under the Christian civilization, and under the 
beneficent results of education, the people can 


‘contro] and give equai justice toal. 


1 am of those who are willing to trust the people, 
and I believe there are thousands of other men 
who, like myself, have seen the day when they had 
to cook their own meals, who educated by torch- 
light in an humble cabin, have achieved tortunes, 
whose hearts are as pure and as tender to the 
wants and aufferincs of the poor aS any man who 
has not a coat to his back. [Cheers.| God forbid 
that the day shail ever come when the successful 
man Shall feel that he had to put the people be- 
hind him and associate withaciass. To say of 
the farmers that they are attempting to create 
class legislation, and yetin the same breath to 
attempt to direct them towards the destruction 
of property is stultification. Whatis such class 
legislation a3 to say to the people of the 
country that the rich cannot be trusted 
and fshould be disfranchised? But, sir, there 
never wiil come, I trust, in our generation, a time 
when that can be said. 

Another reason why I haveadvocated this great 
agricultural movement 1s because among the 
farmers of this country property is more equally 
distributed than among any other class. 

Now, gentlemen, what is the duty of the hour? 
Axi have said, {the attention of the country is 
upon you. The eyes of America watch your pro- 
ceedings with interest. You must send to the sen- 
ate a man who is feariess, a man who has had some 
experience in flaancial matters; and, I will say to 
an audience of farmers, a lawyer who can défend 
the constitutionality of your measures, [Ap- 
plause. } 

As to myself, you have neverseen my name for 
the senate announced by any friend of mine. 
There are friends of mine believing that I combine 
some of the elements necessary to represent your 
interests, whu have earnestly advocated my elec- 
tion, but I have said to one and all of them that 
the good of this creat reform movement is greater 
than my personal preferment. [Applause.] If 
the people of Georgia were to send me to the sen- 
ate, | would accept it, and I would faithfully and 
earnestly advocate every principle underlying the 
Farmers’ Alliance platform. [Great cheering.] But 
I would not do it merely because it was the Farmers’ 
Alliance platfurm, but because I believe it to be to 
the interest of every class of American citizens. 
[Appiause.} But,j gentlemen, if this body were to 
say to me, “You are not the man; we will choose 
some other standard bearer,” I would work as 
cheerfully in the ranks ds I would in the lead. 
[Applause.] My pen, my tongue, my fortun e and 
my energies are with you, and they will be with 
you whatever happens. et, pee 

What should you do? Unify your ranks. Unite 
with all other interests. Stand by your principles,

3. The demonetizing of silver in 1873, and the 
constant contraction of the currency since 1866, 
which tends to injure and oppross thuse who dig 
and till the ground, 

4. High national taxation and consequent ex- 
travagance in national expenditure. 

5. The heavy exactions levied by transportation 
companies on the tillers of tie soil. 

¢. The grant of subsidies, bounties and special 
privileges. 

From these sources spring the political melodies 
of the times. 

Now, what is the remedy? ‘This brings me to a 
declaration of my political creed. This is what 

on wish to know tonight. This you shall know. 

shall simply enumerate thearticles of my po- 
litical faith, without giving the grounds and rea- 
son of ny belief. Time will not permit to dis- 
cuss and defend the political opinions which I en- 
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ay favor the restoration of fraternal good feel- 
ing between the different sections of tiris great 
union. Sectional animesity does more to 
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substituted: “Equal and exact justice to all, and | 
specia) privileges to none.” 

3. Iam for the abolition of the national bank- 
ing system, or for such modification of the 8ys- 
tem as will destroy its present discrimination 
against the farmer, 

4. [favor the revision of the tariff laws, 80 as 
to utterly kill and destroy their protective feat- 
ures. Iam as near a free-trader as any man can 
be under a government whose revenue is raised 
by an unjusttax. Letthe necessaries of life come 
in untaxed. Let luxuries, which the rich alone 
enjoy. be taxed as high as they will bear taxation. 
With the necessaries of life free and luxuries 
taxed as much 4s they will stand, let duties on 
other articles be so imposed as incidentally pro- 
tect American manufacturers. 

The greatest politica! iniquity of this age and 
country isa protective tariff. A few illustrations 
of its operation will better show up the systems 
than any lengthy remarks of mine. Bear in 
mind, the tariff is simply a tax, amd is always 
paid by the consumer. It is not an open tax. It is 
notadirect tax. It is an indirect tax. Its 
notseen. Its operation is secret, 

But for my illustrations. Before 1880 quinine 
manufacturers were protected by the tariift law; 
that is to say, before any foreign manufacturer 
could introduce his quinine into this country, he 
had to pay an import tax upon every ounce which 
he imported into this country. In those days we 
had to pay from $4 to $5 per bottle for the sul- 
phate of quinine. The tax was taken off and qui- 
nine was put on the free list, and the price fell at 
once to $1 or less per bottle. 

Let me give you another illustration of the in- 
iquity of a protective tariff: The Ann Arbor AE: 
ricultural Company, of Michigan, is probably the 
largest manutacturer of agricultural impiements 
in this country. It advertises its wares for sale 
in foreign countries in The American Mail and 
Export Journal, of New York, and gives the prices 
at which it will sell its “ps oy» in. different 
countries. I havea copy of ita advertisement in 
which it gives the prices at which it will sell its 
goods to Spanish and American farmers. Let me 
read some of this advertisement to you. 
It will sell an Advance plow to the Spanish 
farmer for $9 It charges the American 
farmer $18. It advertises to sell to the i 
farmer a hay-tedder for 830, for which it charges 
the American farmer $45, It agrees to sell & 
Spaniard a mower for $40, and charges the Ameéri- 
can farmer $65 for the same implement. It will 
sell a horserake in Spain for $17, and in America 
it demands for the same tool $25. So it runs 
through the entire list. By reason of the tariff 
the American farmer pays from 60 to 100 per cent 
more for his agricultural too!s and implements 
than his rival in a foreign country has to pay. In 
other words, he pays, a tax of from 60 to 100 per 
cent on his purchases to enable the American 
farmer to grow rich and lord it over him. 

I heartily favor the wiping out root and branch 
of this iniquity of a protective tariff. Let it go, 
Let it perish. 

5. lam for state awtlinterstate control of rall- 
roads. If state and interstate control will not re- 
lieve against the heavy and unjust exactions of 
railroads, thenl am for state ownership of rail- 
ways and transportation companies. Before 
we permit the rafiroads to own us, let 
us own the railroads. The proposi- 
tion for the state to own railroads staggers a 
great many people. Why, the principle is# in- 
yolyed and exemplified in the state ownership of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. If the state 
can own one railroad, it can own many railroads. 
It would be much better forthe people of the 
state it Georgia owned every railroad within 
its borders. The Western and Atlantic rail- 
road carries freight and passengers ~ ag 
than any other road in the state. The 
reason is plain. It hasn’t got any watered 
stocksggand bonds upon which to pay div- 
idends and interest. Soit pays the rental to the 
state, pays good profits to the lessees, and at the 
game time transfers passengers and freight 
ogheaper than any railwayin the state. It is the 
only road which charges passengers only 2 cents @ 
mile. 

The mainobjection to the state ownership of 
railroads is that the state can’t operate them suc- 
ceasfully, This objection is not well tounded. The 
state can operate railways successfully, and it 
is the duty of the commonwealth to own and op- 
erate them, 

But mark you, there is a wide difference 
between state ownership and the operation of rail- 
ways by the state. The state ownsthe Western 
and Atlantic railroad, but it doesn’t operate it. 
it could own more railroads and not operate thein. 
But I am departing from my objectof simply 
stating the articles of iiy..political creed without 
any Glaboration. 

The point which I wish to make is this: To 
maintain the national legislation which already 
secures interstate control of railroads, and to se- 
cure such additional legislation as may be neces- 
sary to carry this object more fully into effect, you 
ought to have in the senate a man who is not an 
owner of railroads, nor under pecuniary obliga- 
tions to them or their directors. You want a sen- 
ator who will be impartial between you and the 
railroads, and not one whose action will be warped 
by ownership or interest in railroads, or by pe- 
cuniary obligations to them or their owners and 
directors, . 

{ do not own a railroad, and I thank God no gail- 
road owns me. I am under no obligation, pe- 
cuniary or otherwise, to them or their managers. 
I belong to the people of Georgia. 

6. IL favor the expansion of the currency. This 
yeople are suffering from the evils of contraction. 
The volume of the currency is toosmall. We are 
trving todo the business of this country, with 
over 62,000,000 of people, with less money than 
when we had a population of 35,000,000. I am for 
more money. Now, the question arises, how can 
the volume ofthe currency be ge ies in- 
creased? What plan did General Gordon pro- 
pose? None whatever. In his speech the other 
night he made some financial mistakes. He 
said. when the wheat crop is gathered in the west 
and the cotton crop is gathered in the south, an 
amount of currency 1s withdrawn from general 
cireniation for the purchase and shipment of 
these vast products, which prodaces a stripgency 
in the money market, affecting every branch of 
trade and industry throughout the continent. 
This was a great mistake of (ienera] Gordon's. If 
anything in the world puts money in circulation 
in this section, it is the gathering and marketing 
of the cotton crop. At this season money flows. 

In his speech General Gordon said that, by en- 
actment. he would compel the government to 
issue fiat money for the benefit of the poopie, and 
have it to go to the people through such channels 
as the wisdom of congress could ordain to meet 
any stringency in the money market; but he failed 
to tell us how this could be done. We are tired of 
waiting on the wisdom of congress, 

Governor Gordon was right when he declared 
that you cannot coin gold or silver, nor can you 
jxsue flat money. The power te make money is 
the sole prerogative of the government. Now, 
when the government coins gold and silver, and 
makes treasury notes, the gold and silver coin 
and the treasury notes willtnot benefit and biess 
the people uniess they are put in circulation. 
The government ought not to give away its money 
to the peopie. This would be clearly vicious. 

But when it makes money, how is the govern- 
ment to put itin circulation? The alltance plat- 
forin of principles answers this question fully and 
wisely. Listen, my countrymen: 

The alliauce advocates the unlimited coinage of 
silver. Let any one who owns silver bullion take 
it to the mmintof the United States and have it 
coined into money. Then let the government turu 
over to the ownerofthe bullion the silver coin 
made from it. This will swell: the volume of the 
currency. It is a wise way to make money, anda 
wise way to put it in circulation. 

I favor the unlimited coinage of silver. 
on a equal footing with goid. 

The alliance proposes the “subtreasury plan’ 
as a means of increasing the value of currency, and 
of putting itin circulation. I am for the ‘sub- 
treasury plan” just as it is. in my bumble opin- 
jon it is constitutional; itis wise and itis practi- 
cal. 

Of course, if any of your leaders, if any one of 
your representatives or senators who are in your 
immediate interest in congress, if the distin- 

ruished representative from this district, the 

fon. L. F. Livingston, or any other man, can dis- 
cover “something better,” and it meets the ap- 
proval of the alliance, I will support the better 
pian. Butit will be hard to discover any plan 
that is wiser, simpler or more practical than the 
“subtreasury plan.” 

Remember now the object is to increase the 
currency, to put such increase of currency in cir- 
culation, and at the sdme time to save the farmers 
from sacrificing their sta crops, by having to 
put them on the market all at once. 

The alliance does not demand strict adherence 
to details, nor does it demand adherence to the 
provisions of either the senate or house bill in- 
troduced in this congress for carrying into effect 
the “sul#reasury plan.” The alliance is not hide- 
bound and narrow. It does demand unflinching 
advocacy of the principles embraced in this plan. 

To carry the principles of the “subtreasury 
plan” into effect, it is not necessary for the gov- 
ernment to build warehouses and to appoint the 
warehousemen ; ae if these things were nec- 
essary. they are not objectionable. 

Aliig@acewen can build their own co-operative 
warehouses, as they are doing, wherever they 
see fit, or they cao avail themselves or the 
warehouses already built for the storage of cotton. 
There is now enough warehouse room fog all the 
cotton which is wn in this country. 
said of grain elevators for the 
storage of wheat and corn. 

Let the groweérs of cotton store it in these ware- 
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quire the warehonsemen to se]] at stated times, 
ay thie government what was advanced to the 
armer, and the balance to the farmer. 

Then let the government take the money which 
it thus gets back on its loans to farmers and use if 
in defraying the expenses of government. In this 
way taxation could be reduced or suspended; and 
this process could go on till the volume of the cur- 
rency is sufficiently increased to do the business 
of this great country. | 

Iam fully persuaded in my own mind that the 
ae of the ‘‘subtreasury plan” can be exee 
cuted by simple and inexpensive machinery. 

7. Lfavor an economical adminstration of the 
eneral government, and oppose the present reck- 
ess and extravagant expenditures of publie 

money by congre:s.

I shall endeavor to en- 
hance the genera! prosperity, and shall exert all 
my power and energy to add to the general happi- 
ness. While this is true, it shall be my special 

urpose to remove from the backs of our 
armers the unjust and oppressive burdens

Ip 
concinsion, let me give one word of warning te 
those mombers of the general assembly who are 
alliancemen,and who have been especially en- 
trusted by their brethren to see to the triumph of 
alilance principles.

THE TIGHT MONEY 
Caused Several Financial Disasters Yester_ 

day—A Bank Suspends. 

New York, November 12.— William Nelson 
Cromwell, assignee of Decker, Howell & Co., 
makes the following statement: ‘Liabilities 
are between $10,000,000 and 815,000,000, most 
of which is due to banks and bankers on loans. 
Assets are largely in excess of the liabilities, 
and nearly every loan is well secured by col- 
laterals. Tho firm delivered to me 
as part of its assets about $1,000,000 
of securities in a box. This goes 
to show that the failure was not due to a lack 
of securities, but to the extreme money string- 
ency which prevented it from completing its 
daily amount of borrowing. In the current 
management of its business, it was the prac- 
tice to borrow several millions each day on 
call, in addition to time loans which it had. 
The assets of the firm comprise largely what 
is known as “Villard | securities, and 
during the last few days it has been impossi- 
ble to get money on them. But the securities 
have the absolute value and merit, vastly 
above the temporary price made under this 
abnormal market. Sbhrewd investors are 
aware of this and are buying up stocks to pus 
into the vaults and think a rise is sure to fol- 
low. If creditors use good judgment and do 
pot act hastily, they will not only be paid in 
full, but leave a good surplus for the firm. 

The whole force of clerks in this office is at 
work making upa statement of the firm’s 
condition, but its transactions have been so 
enormous that it willtake some days to com- 

lete it, though our estimate of assets and 
iabilities is a close approximation. 

ANOTHER BANK SUSPENDS. 

The North River bank, at the corner of Dey 
and Greenwich streets, closed its doors this 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, the state bank ex- 
aminer taking clrarge of its affairs. The bank 
isa member of the clearing house. It oper- 
ates under a state charter granted in 1842. 

Last week the clearing house cirenular 
showed the North River bank as havinga 
capital of $240,000, surplus of $118,500, loans, 
&2,000,015 ; deposits. $1,975,000, cash 
on hand, and $270,000. This is 
one of the banks which had to be 
helped out by the clearing house yesterday. It 
loaned too much money, &ccording to the 
statement of the cashier. The amount in- 
volved, Vice-President Brokaw said, last 
night was less than $60,000. Itsdealings were 
mainly with produce merchants of Greenwich 
street andevicinity. 

The cause of the present difficulties is simply 
tight money. 

On account of the mention of the North 
River bank asone ofthe defaulters at the 
clearing house yesterday, the depositors started 
a quiet but steady run on it this morning. The 
bank stood out until 2:30 o’clock, when its 
ready money was exhausted and it had to close 
its doors. It did an average business of g$3,- 
000,000. 

The president of the institutionis E. E. 
Gedney ; vice president, Joseph Brokaw, and 
cashier, F. R. Ingersoll. Among the directors 
are W. E. Tefft, of Tefft, Weller & Co.; John 
H. Starin and C. C. Worthington. 

‘“‘Closed temporarily,”’ was the notice posted 
on the outer dour of the bank. State Bank 
Examiner E. H. Chill put the notice on the 
door. An excited crowd of depositors were 
before the bank this evening. The bank ap- 
plied today to the!clearing house for a loan,and 
a committee was on the way to examine into 
the condition of the bank when it was learned 
that it was in the hands of a receiver.

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COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE 
NESBITT WRITES 4 LETTER. 


A Bill in the Legislature to Provide ® 
¥Yund for Just Such Emergencies 
As This. 


There was introduced a bill yesterday by 
Mr. Jackson, of Heard, to provide a fund for 
the treatment of contagious diseases amongst 
domestic animals. 

The fund is tocome from the excess, over 
the salary limit, of the fees arising from the 
inspection of oils and fertilizers. 


The need of just such a fund as this is very - 


forcibly illustrated by the prevalence, to an 
alarming extent, of glanders in the state; 
and the utter inability of the commissioner 
of agriculture, or any other state authority, 


to assist in preventing the spread of it. 

In fact, the bill introduced yesterday was 
suggested by Commissioner Nesbitt, and was 
prompted by thig case in point. : 

Pending the passage and putting into opera- 
tion of this law, the commissioner has com- 
municated with the governor, asking him to 
call the attention of the legislature to the pre- 
valence of this disease, in hope the legislature 
would take immediate action for the relief of 
the farmers. 

THE COMMISSIONER’S LETTER. 

The following letter explains itself, and will 
be of interest to the farmers: 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, ATLANTA, Ga., 
November 12, 1890.—Editor Constitution: Please 
allow me through your columns to.warn the far- 
mers of Georgia against the spread of that most 
malignant disease, ‘‘glanders.” To enforce this 
warning,I will repeat what has been recently pub- 
lished by Dr. Porter, state health officer of Flor- 
ida. Hesays: “The press of the country an- 
nounces an epidemic of ‘glanders’ prevailing in 
the state of Texas with great. fa- 
tality, and I would Suggest the im- 
mediate necessity of exercising great 
carein this matter,and watching carefully all 
avenues by which droves of horses or cattle may 
enter your section. Al] horses or cattle coming 
into your vicinity from Texas should be immedai- 
ately and carefully inspected before allowing them 
to besold. * * * Any animal which presents a 
discharge from the nostrils should be looked upon 
with suspicion, and carefully guarded from all in- 
tercourse with other animals until such time has 
elapsed as to preclude the possibility of the ds 
charge being caused by this disease.” 

I have recently had letters mentioning the 
presence of a similar disease in Georgia, at prese 
ent confined to the southwestern and middle 
portion of the state. I have on foot a measure 
which I trust will stamp out this dread disease 
in its incipiency but until they can be carried into 
effect, I would earnestly urge that the farmers ex- 
ercise the utmost care in keeping all diseased 
stock separated from the others, and that all 
pronounced cases be unhesitatingly sacrificed for 
the good of the remainder. 

I would be gratitied if the weekly press of tho 
state would copy this article, and thus put the 
farmers on guard against an insidious and ter- 
rible enemy.

ABOUT THE CAPITOL, 


Adjutant General Kell was yesterday ap- 
pointed for another term to the office which 
he has filled, and is filling now, with such 
notable ability. 

He will be adjutant general of Georgia for 
two vears more at least, and the Constirrov- 
TION’6 announcement will be welcome news to 
hundreds of Captain Kell’s friends all over 
Georgia. 


Commissioner Nesbitt yesterday appointed 
Dr. Oemler, of Savannah, inspector of fertil- 
izers for that district. 

There is only one vacancy of this nature, of 
the six in the state, yet to be filled. 


The oil inspectors hold over, thoir terms be- 
ing for four years, and not all commencing at 
the same time. 

A billis to be introduced regulating this 
term of office of oil inspector, making it the 
same as that of the inspectors of fertilizers. 

And still another change of an economic 
nature is to be made, regulating their salaries 
as those of the fertilizer inspectors are fixed. 

For example, as Commissioner Nesbitt 
points out, the office in Atlanta pays in the 
neighborhood of $5,000, and is almost a sine- 
cure, while the office in a smaller tuwn hardly 
pays the expenses of the inspector. 

The salary, Mr. Nesbitt thinks, is too large 
in some places and not enough in others. 


Mr. Sterling Roberts Withdraws. 

Mr. Sterling Roberts withdrew his applica- 
tion yesterday for the position of assistant 
principal keeper of the penitentiary. 

This will be a surprise to his friends, as his 
appointment was considered almost a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Mr. Roberts assigns as a reason that the 
duties of the office would inevitably conflict 
with his newspaper duties, and would, there- 
fore, involve a financial sacrifice. He was one 
of Governor Northen’s ablest lieutenants, and 
is known throughout the length and breadth 
of the state as one of Georgia’s ablest editors. 

About Fulton County. 

Who was the first representative from Ful- 
ton county? 

Probably not one man in fifty, living in Ful- 
ton county now, remembers. . 

It was J. L. Harris. 

His first day in the house was November 5, 
1885, while Herschel V. Johnson was governor, 
at Milledgevilie. 

The next representative, ’57 and '58, was 
John G. Westmoreland. 

The county was named by John Collier, 
senator at that time from DeKalb county, 
each county having a senator. The 
bill as it was originally introduced 
in the senate—-read the first time 
November 23, 1853—left the name of the 
county blank. When it came upin the senate 
for a third reading, December 7, 1858, Senator 
John Collier made several amendments, one 
being to the effect that ‘‘the word ‘Fulton’ be 
inserted in the blank thereof."’ 

An Old Question. 

The first effort Atlanta ever made to get the 
capitol was away back in 1856, when, after a 
bill providing for it had been passed by the 
legislature, it was voted upon by the people. 

The capitol was Milledgeville. 

The ballots were printed *‘Against Removal”’ 
and ‘‘For removal to ——.’’ 

The result is given inthe governor’s mes- 
sage dated November 6, 1855. 

Against removal there were 49,781 votes; 
for removai to Atlanta, 29,337; to Macon, 
3,802; Thomasville, 1; Savannah, 93; Ma- 
rietta. 4; Gordon,1; Fort Valley, 1; Griffin, 
313; Waynesborough, 1; Rome,4; Madison, 
5; Stone Mountain, 4; Indian Springs, 2; 
Sandersville, 5; Barnesville, 1; Hootensviile, 
1; Augusta, 1; Clarkesville, 1; St. Simons 
Island, 1; Lumpkin, 1; removal to no desig- 
nated place, 952. 

So the capital stayed in Milledgeville. 


TALKED IN THE CORRIDORS. 


In the Kimball house yesterday morning a 
number of old warriors met by accident and 
exchanged salutations.

Now, I thought of my friend the other day 
When through the mail I received a little box 
and on opening it found six of the most beauti- 
ful yeast cakes I had evor seen ; they were 
show white, smooth asa beat biscuit, and cut 
Cut evenly-as a tea cake. While I admired, I 
doubted if they were any better than any 
Other yoast cake. When I called my cook and 
told her one cake must be cut intg four even 
Parts and each part was suflicient for one 
quart of flour, she smiled a very incredulons 
bmile and said she was afraid to try it, but I 
insisted, and so she, with a doubting heart, 
Went towork. I wish I could describe the re- 
sult, but I cannot. The bread was just as 
good as possible; I do not know that it was 
better than that made by the buttermilk 
yeast, though it was quite as good, and had the 
advantage over the buttermilk of being very 
much easier made.

Tomato Consomme. 

From Good Housekeeping. 

The bones and bits of tough meat remaining 
after the more desirable parts of a roast of beef 
have been used, together with other meat scraps 
that chance to be in the larder, such asacold 
chop, the bones of a fowl ora slice of ham, may 
be converted into a really elegant consomme with 
the acidition of tomatoes, beans, etc. 

One-hali can, or six tomatoes, one cup of black 
beans, the remnants of a roast of beef, two all- 
spice berries, one clove, four stalks of celery, one 
tablespoonful of grated onion, one tablespoonful 
of grated carrot, pepper and salt to taste. Place 
the meat and bones in a soup-kettle, cover with 
cold water and add beans, allspice and clove. 
Cook slowly for several hours, then add the toma- 
toes, and mash occasionally with a wooden ladle 
or potato-masher. When the beans and tomatoes 
have cooked to pieces, strain through a colander 
pressing through as much of the pulp as possible. 
Add the grated onion and carrot, and the celery, 
cut in short lengths. Cook till the vegetables are 
tender, season with saltand pepper, and serve. 
Celery salt may be substituted for celery, or 4 
little minced parsley added instead, if more con- 
venient. ‘This consomme is much more easily pre- 
pared than one which necessitates the making of 
a soup stock, and is more economical, as it affords 
an opportunity for utilizing scraps of meat.

Tomato Bisque. 
From Good Housekeeping. 

Many popular suups are made from tomatocs. 
One of the most fashionable of these is tomato 
bisque, a new recipe for which is here given: 

One can of tomatoes, or enough fresh ones to 
equal that amount; one pint of thin sweet cream, 
one-half teaspoonful of soda,.jone generous tea- 
spoonful of sugar, one tablespoonful of minced 
onion, one tablespoonful of corn starch, one table- 
spoonful of butter, one-half pint of boiling water, 
two tablespoonsful of rolled crackers, a pinch of 
cayenne pepper, and salt to taste. Stew the toma- 
toes with the water and onion for half an hour, 
then add sugar, salt and pepper. Heat the cream 
in a double boiler and add the soda, Rub butter 
and flour toa paste, thin witha little of the hot 
cream, and stir into the double boiler jus: as the 
cream reaches the boiling point. Cook for a few 
moments till well thickened. Press the tomatoes 
through a colander, add the thickened cream, stir 
in the rolled crackers and serve at once. If pre- 
pared aceording to the directions there is no 
danger of curdling, and the bisque is mch, and 
delicious. If served at lunch in cups, a teaspoon- 
ful of whipped cream on the top of each cup 
renders it more attractive.

Mrs. F. O. Steiner, San Luis. Obispo, Cal.: San 
Luis Obispo is about nine miles from the Pacific 
in the southern part of California. Just now our 
weather is delightful; we have had our first rain, 
just enough to cool the atmosphere and lay the 
dust. I wonder how many of Tur CONSTITUTION 
readers have seen or read of the Chinese,their curi- 
ositics, legends and habits. My former home was 
in the mining district, where we had a great many 
Chinese. My mother was a teacher among them, 
and by that means we optained an insight into 
their ways and heard many of their legends. One 
of the moat fascinating of the iatter is that of the 
origin of the Shui Sin, or sacred lily of China. It 
runs as follows: In the days of long, long ago 
there lived a mandarin and his two sons; the elder 
was a crafty, grasping man, while the younger 
was gentle, amiable and generally liked. Their 
mother had died some time previous to the time 
of which the legend tells. At last the time came 
for the old mandarin to be gathered to his father’s. 
After the funcral when the younger son went to 
the elder for his share of the property, he found 
that through false representations he had alien- 
ated the father’s affection to snch an extent that 
he had leftall tothe elder. In answer tothe ques- 
tion of what he should do, the younger was told 
that nothing remained for him to do but to go to 
a desert island (left him by his mother) and com- 
mitsuicide. Sad and despondent he startea to 
follow his brother’s advice. After landing on the 
island he proceeded to prepare for death by first 
praying to the gocds; he then fell asleep and had-a 
dream, in witich it seemed as if the rocky island 
was covered with an abundance of bulbs bearing 
many silvery white flowers with bright golden 
centers and emiting an exquisite perfume; 
presently his mother seemed to come to him and 
told him to arise, gather the flowers and go to the 
city and sell them, and there were no other flower 
in bloom at that season. He awoke, and behold, 
there had been a miracie performed while he slept 
and the island was beautiful with Shui Sin, or 
lilies. He took the advice of his dream and loaded 
his boat, went to the city and began selling them. 
In a short time he was wealthy beyond all 
thoughts.

14 cup milk, 3eggs, 2 teaspoonsful baking powders ; 
bake so that the cake will be nearly an inch thick ; 
when done split open and pile up like jelly cake 
with the crust down. Spread between the layers 
the fodowing mixture: One pint of boiling milk 
beat well and stirin while boiling 1 cup sugar, 2 
tablespoonsful corn etarch, 2 eggs, and just before 
taking off the fire stir 44 teacup of melted butter. 
Flavor with vanilla. Ihave two years subscrip- 
tion of “The Ladies’ Home Journal,” and also 
“The Housewife.””

variety, but can’t grow them as well as I would 
like to. I am troubled with my geraniums turning 
yellow and dropping their foliage in July and they 
do not get over it until fall. 1 would lke to ex- 
change small magnolia trees or seed with some of 
the sisters for lilies of the valley, white gladiolus 
bulbs, rooted fuchsias, or grand duke jesamine or 
banana root. I willsend one or more small trees 
for any one of these plants.” My home is situated 
on a beautiful creek, where the proud magnolia 
grows in great profusion in all its beauty and 
glory. May God bless Aunt Susie and all the 
readers of this department. 


Mrs. A. M. Walker, Carsonville, Ga.: Some 
weeks since a farmer asked for directions for 
cheese-making, and in this week’s CONSTITUTION 
asister from Texas ask that some experienced 
sister will send directions. Though I have been 
making cheese for family consumption for several 
years, I consider myself a person of very limited 
experience in that line, but am willing to tell what 
Iknow. Set the night’s milk so as to keep sweet; 
next morning remove the cream and add milk to 
the fresh morning milk, bring to a temperature of 
86 degrees. 1 do this by setting the can of milk in 
hot water, stirring while warming; then set in 
a moderately warm place and add rennet. (I have 
never used any rennet except Hansen’s tablets, 
which have directions for using in each box.) 
After stirring in rennet, cover to keep up tem- 
perature, and in 40 to 60 minutes the curd will be 
firm. Cutin checks one to two inches large; let 
stand a few minutes and cut smaller. Return the 
can to the hot water and stir with the hand, from 
bottom and sides, till the whey comes to 92 de- 
grees. Set aside and thoroughly stir at intervals 
of half an heur, till the curd will squeak when 
bitten by your teeth. Now draw off all the whey, 
salt the curd slightly and put in press. My 
arrangement for pressing cheese is very crude and 
inexperienced. My cheese hoop is simply a 
straight tin bucket with the bottom cut oufand a 
few small perferationsin the upright. I makea 
sack of cheesecloth to exactly fit this bucket and 
place it inside to receive the curd. Over the curd 
place a cloth and then acliose fitting follow-block. 
Setthis in some vessel to catch the whey which 
may be pressed out. My first cheeses were pressed 
with heavy weights. I 
and nutin an old cracker box. 
twenty-four hours take out; cut the cloth 80 as to 
lap an inch over the top; grease well with butter 
or lard and keep in a warm place, about 70 to 80 de- 
grees. Turn every day for three weeks. Will be 
ripe in eight to twelve weeks.

A Card from Mr. Glenn on the Above. 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 12.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: I notice {in The Journal, of this afternoon, 
that Mr. Pope, of Oglethorpe has introduced a 
bill to devote the tund once paid to the Atlanta 
university to the establishment of a college for 
colored people in this state. 

At the lastsession of the legislature I intro- 
duced into the house a bill to establish a state 
normal college for colored people. Journal of 
the house, page thirty-one. 

Its purpose was to appropriate $25,000, or such 
other amount as might be necessary, to establish 


the college and made it subjectto the chancellor 
of the university and appropriated $800 annualty 


for its support and made all the 
provisions necessary to carry it fully into 
effect. The bill was favorably reported by sub- 


stitute trom the educational committee and 
passed the house by a large vote, 108 to 10. Jour 
nal of the house, page 1460. ; 

It failed in the senate, I believe, then, and now, 
largely because the authorities of the Atlanta 
university and those under their influence were 
against it, under the hope that if it should fail 
the fund would go back to thei. 

I hope that Mr. Pope’s bill will pass. The puosi- 
tion of the people of this state and the purpose of 
the supporters of the bill known as the “(lenn 
bill” have been greatly misunderstood. While 


the law, the sentiment and the em- 
yhasis of the people of this state } 
lave always been and always will 


be against anything looking to the co-education of 
the races, there has never becn, and will not be, 
any disposition to deny to its colored citizens a 
tair chance under the laws in reference to educa- 
tion. 

The tslenn bill merely prohibited this co-educa- 
tion. It did not seek to deny to them any rights 
or deprive them of any privileges. Based upon 
the idea that each race was betterif allowed to 
follow along the lines of its own development, 
without any efforton the part of outsiders to in- 
terfere, it sought to prevent any infraction of the 
policy and sentiments of our people coming from 
a foreign source. 

Now the white authorities of Atlanta university 
will not comply with our policy upon this subject. 
it is impossible to make them do _ so, 
and the colored people. of the _ state 
should not suffer this Joss, on account 
of the action of those people. It is better for us 
that they be tatight in an’ institufion maintained | 
by the state, in harmony with ourideas, than by 
those who teach them, if not in words, in prac- 
tice, doctrines and viewa which are antagonistic 
to the best interests of both races. Upon this 
subject our aim should be equal if not identical 
rights. Together with others I voted against the 
resointion taking this fund from the Atlanta uni- 
versity, upon the ground that it was punishing 
the colored people for an act which we refused to 
declare illegal. We should not further withhold 
the fund from them. 

Kspeciaily is this true since the act of the last 
congress appropriating a large amount to those 
states which maintain colleges for poth whites 
and black, and without doing which the state 
cannot receive this fund. W. C. GLENN.

The Eligibility Question. 

EDITOR CoNSTITUTION: “Prudence” in your 
yesterday's issue did not fairly represent my posi- 
tion as to the eligibility of a certain candidate for 
mayor. I did not say that I would run against an 
ineligible nominee. Ihave the supreme satis- 
faction of not wanting public office of anv kind. 
I ain one of the people and delight in helping to 
elect good, capable and eligible men to office. 
This is a sweet satisfaction that no man nor set of 
men shall deprive me of yet awhile. 

Igdid say I would not support an ineligible 
person for mayor, even though he were nominated. 
I.will not knowingly aid in ignoring 
a statute that is so plain as the one 
which says: “Councilmen and aldermen of the 
towns and cities of this state shall be ineligible to 
any other municipal office in said towns or cities 
during the term of office for which they were 
chosen.” This language is so simple and the 
meaning 80 apparent, ‘a wayfaring man, though 
a fool, need noterr’ in its interpretation. “In- 
eligible” moans “not capable of being elected ;” 
that is, acouncilman or alderman in Georgia is 
incapable of being elected “to any other 
municipal office during the term of office for 
which he was chosen.” Therefore not until 
his term expires can a councilman or alderman be 
elected to any other municipal office in the city of 
Atlanta. 

This identical question has been decided by the 

court of appeals of New York of highest judicial 
authority. That court held that a similar statute 
in that state ‘‘made a pn abn egy remy iro 
eligible, not merely to the holding, but to an elec- 
tion to hold,” any other municipal office during 
his term. 
@ididsay—Ido now say—that the 1890 club will 
see to it that no present councilman or alderman 
shall be mayvur of Atlanta, because the 
law forbids it. If necessary the club will test the 
matter in the courts. And besides, the court re- 
ferred to, virtually decides that if those who vote 
for an ineligible eandidate, do so with notice of 
his disqualification, the next highest candidate 
will be declared elected. 

I can speak for the club and say that it will 
faithfully abide the nomination, provided the 
people exercise, their common judgement and 
nominate an eligible candidate, be he who he 
may.

than the honors of political power,

Cold Consolation. 

Some of our republican contemporaries 
are still hugging their off-year theories, and 
are vainly endeavoring to extract from them 
somfort in their hour of defeat. 


~s It is cold consolation, for the off year has 


been a potent factor in the success of polit- 
ical parties in the past. The significance of 
such elections is thus set forth by our con- 
vemporary, The New Orleans Times-Demo- 
rat: 

There have been but two political tidal waves 

since the war, and, instead of these presaging re- 
publican victory, both have been followed by 
jemocratic success in the next presidential elec- 
ion. 
?In 1874,an off year, the democrats swept the 
sountry for the first time after the war. The 
house, which had previously been republican, be- 
tame democratic, and continued so until 1880. 
Did this off-year victory help the republicans? 

On the contrary, it gave the democrats the 
»residency two years afterward and the senate in 
ihree years—a result which seemed impossible 
previous to the 1874 election. 

The second tidal wave came in 1882. The re- 
publicans secured control of the house in 1880, 
with 21 majority. In the off clections of 1882 the 
people rose against the republican policy and 
thanged the house to a democratic majority of 
'4, the most notable anti-administration returns 
seing in New York and Pennsylvania. 

The democrats again carried the presidency in 
884, and put Mr. Cleveland in the white house. 

And what of the elections of the present 
ff year? Their significance, as we have 
before chronicled, is plain to the leading re- 
publicans of the country. The defeated 
sartisan editors will admit nothing, but far- 
seeing republican newspapers are fearful 
that the party will go down before a still 
more sweeping defeat in the next national 
slection. 

The off year is ali right, and the demo- 
trats will prove it again in 1892. They are 
satisfied with its results, and are perfectly 
willing that the republicans should enjoy all 
the comfort they can get out of their off- 
year theories. They are sadly in need of 
coinfort of some kind. 


The Revolt in Honduras. 

Of all the Central American republics 
Honduras has for a long time been regarded 
as the best governed and most progressive, 

For years past British and American 
tapital has flowed into Honduras for invest- 
ment, and enterprising southerners, like 
[mboden with his party of Georgians, and 
faring speculators like Major Burke of New 
Orleans, have found homes and profitable 
employment in and around Tegucigalpa. 

But, if the latest advices are to be relied 
on, Honduras is in the midst of a revolution. 
It is said that Tegucigalpa is in a state of 
piege. Part of the garrison has revolted, 
and under the leadership of General San- 
chese has captured the capitol building and 
the arsenal. Skirmishing is going on in the 
streets with great slaughter, and President 
Bogran has been surrounded in one of the 
city wards, and will be forced to surrender 
if outside aid does not arrive. Troops all 
over the country are marching on the capi- 
tol, some to sustain Bogran, and others to 
Oppose him. 

There is some fear that the revolution 
will become general in Centrai America, or 
tkat the other republics will proceed to dj- 
vide and annex Honduras in the event of 


the fall of Bogran, 


= 


American residents and their interests are 
faring. ‘They can hardly escape injury. and 
as Burke, Imboden and other southerners 
stand high in the favor of the president it is 
quite possible that their lives will be in dan- 
ger. Under the circumstances it would be 
in order to send several United States war 
vessels to Honduras at once, and land a 
force strong enough to protect our country- 
men. If we are going to have a vigorous 
foreign policy we should not be caught nap- 


ping. 


Reed or Quay. | 

Last Sunday in New York the Rey. Heber 
Newton drew this picture of satan: ‘‘The 
devil does not believe in the glittering gen- 
eralities of a common law. He believes in 
practical polities, He believes that might 
makes right, that every man has his price, 
and that all persons who prate about con- 
science are indulging in cant. He believes 
in success.”’ 

Dr. Newton may honestly believe that 
this is a picture of the devil, but it strik- 
ingly resembles another fellow, and that fel- 
low is either Tom Reed or Matt Quay. It is 
a sort of composite photograph of the two 
men, 


Reed and the Force Bill. 

Speeker Reed is not now engaged in speak- 
ing to any great extent. Ile seems to be 
following the example of his gifted copar- 
cener Quay, so far as his silence is concerned, 
but whether he is sawing wood or merely 
sulking, Jnobody seems to know. 
escaped the newspaper reporters altogether, 
although his views on mattera and things 
would be oxtremely interesting. The del- 
uge Sthat struck the republican party last 
week stili leaves the great republican boss 
a margin of three months in which to carry 
out his plans and purposes, whatever they 
may be. His head is still above high-water 
mark, and for a brief period he is a power for 
evil. 

During the disastrous canyass that he 
made in behalf of the republican party, Mr, 
Reed declared, in his tremendous way, that 
if the force bill were passed, the republicans 
could depend ou twenty-seven additional 
seats in congress, which would be a gain of 
fifty-four. It is true that Mr. Reed’s can- 
vass had the effect of a cyclone on his party, 
for wherever he made his appearance, 
sweeping defeat followed. He opened his 
calmpaign at Buffalo, New York, and the 
democratic nominee for congress received a 
majority of four hundred in a republican dis- 
trict. Then he spoke in McKinley's dis- 
trict, and then in Joe Cannon’s. He went 
into Iowa, Nebraska, and Kansas, Minne- 
sota, and Michigan, and the result was a 
republican rout wherever he opened his 
mouth. : 

It is tobe bornein mind, however, that 
Reed is not one of the men who are hum- 
bled by defeat. He is sustained by his in- 
tense egotism, and he is still a somawhat 
dangerous factorin politics. There is no 
doubt that he will make another effort to 
compel the senate to pass the force bill, and 
it may be that he will be assisted in his ef- 
forts by suck influence as remains to the 
Harrison administration? 

What isto bethe result? There is no 
longer any sectionalism so far as the people 
of this country are concerned. The north 
seems to be almost as solidly democratic as 
the south, and it would be more so under 
the same circumstances. The prejudices 
which Reed and his gang sought to revive 
have been buried under an overwhelming 
victory of the democratic party, and yet the 
men who passed the McKinley law, and who 
threatened the south and the country with 
the force bill, are still a power for evil. 

It need not be said that the republican 
congress, which has three months more of 


| active life, will regard the recent verdict of 


the people as a warning not to proceed fur- 
ther with their sectional programme. In a 
thousand ways, Reed, and the men who fol- 
low his lead, have shown that they have no 
regard for the popular will, and that they 
do not recognize their responsibility to the 
people. 

There is no doubt that if the advice of the 
leading republicans. is followed, the senate 
will pass the force bill. With a president 
entirely subservient to his own prejudices, 
such a law would be employed to irritate the 
south two years from now. Wedo not be- 
lieve the senate can be depended orf to do 
the will of such men as Reed. Recent re- 
sult have .shown some of the senators 
that their future is resting on avery shaky 
foundation, and the probability is that they 
will pay some heed to the recorded wishes of 
the voters of the country. 


Famous and Forgotten. 

A writer of the day complains that our 
great men are too easily forgotten. They 
blaz@dike meteors, and like meteors are sud- 
denly extinguished. 

Sometimes a great man is forgotten in his 
own lifetime. Especially is this true of 
journalists. Their fame is of the most 
transient character. ew of our readers, for 
instance, know that Robert Winthrop, of 
Massachusetts, is still living. And yet forty 
years ago, when Winthrop delivered the ora- 
tion at the laying of the corner stone of the 
Washington monument, his speech held 
spell-bound such men as President Polk, ex- 
President Tyler, Generals Taylor and Scott, 
Clay, Webster, Calhoun, Benton, Cass, 
Buchanan and hundreds of the greatest men 
of theday. They pronounced the oration 
equal to the best efforts of Cicero, Demosthe- 
nes, [Burke, Pitt, Fox, Sheridan and Patrick 
Henry. Said Webster to the speaker: 
‘*Robert Winthrop, you have outdone us 
gll—you have outdone yourself. Your ora- 
tion is itself,worthy of the grandest monu- 
ment!’ 

But how many men of the present genera- 
tion ever read that speech? How many of 
them know whether Winthrop is living or 
dead? 

We are forgetting othergreat men. Their 
names still linger inour memory, but only 
in a vague and hazy way. 

Journalists drop out of sight just as ora- 
ators do. Sometimes their success in an- 
other line accounts for this, as in the case of 
Roger A. Pryor.. At one time Pryor was 
considered the most brilliant editorial writer 
in the south, and his leaders were as eagerly 
read as were Mr. Grady’s editorials. Now 
Editor Pryoris forgotten, and his fame is 
that of « successful lawyer. How many 
people know that Mr. Graham, of the once 


popular Graham’s Magazine, still lives, a 
very old man, in New York? What about 
Hurlbut, Marbi. Swinton and a score of 


as mighty moulders of public opinion? 
After all, this thing called fame is not

other living journalists who once loomed up 


at this commercial age, but it isa very senr 
sibleage. Material things are very good to 
have and keep. Dollars and houses and 
town lots make a man more comfort- 
able, happier and more honest than what is 
called fame has ever done or ever will do. 
There is something in all this fora young 
man to think about. Somebody has said: 
‘Don’t be a clam.’’ It would have been 
better to putit this way: Don’t be a 
dreamer. Don’t work for fame when you 
have a chance to work for a more solid and 
enduring reward in the shape of the material 
elements and factors of our strictly business 
civilization. That is the way to look at it.

Virginia’s Boom. 

The Old Dominion, scourged by all the 
furies of war, robbed by the western portion 
of her territory, and left exposed to her 
rapacious creditors, has had a hard time 
since that gloomy day of Appomattox, a 
little more than twenty-five years ago. 

The progress of Virginia has been pain- 
fully slow under the new order of things, 
but the developments of late years show 
that the commonwealth is marching on. 
Land that was offered a few years ago at 
$5 to $15 an acre has recently sold for $90. 
New towns have sprung up in the wastc 
places. Roanoke, for instance, is a wonder. 
Froin a population of 1,000 seven years ago 
it has advanced to 19,600, and the increase 
in the value of real estate is phenomenal, 
The machine works and other great enter- 
prises have made it a flourishing city. 

Speaking of the outlook, The Richmond 
State saysthat the industrial booms start 
with the emall towns and cross roads. Then 
cities like Staunton, Manchester, Lynch- 
burg and Norfolk catch the fever, and de- 
velopment companies attract capital to euch 
places. It is now predicted that by the 
early spring conservative Richmond, with 
her population of eighty odd thousand, will 
catch the booming craze, and take a mighty 
leap forward. 

All this is pleasant to contemplate. ‘Tho 
influx of English and northern capital, and 
the rising enterprises of Virginia are a part 
of the genera! prosperity of the south. A 
new enterprise, a new man, a new dollar in 
Virginia will be indirectly felt in Georgia. 
A rivalry in industrial leadership is to be 
desired rather than discouraged. There is 
no danger that our ambitious southern com- 
munities will inspire each other in the long 
run. They will. gradually settle into their 
proper places, and pull together for the 
common good of all. 


An Apology to the Press. 

It is reported from Washington that Wana- 
maker is weakening in his campaign against 
southern newspapers, or we might say—demo- 
cratic newspapers. Nowthat the election is 
over, there is very little need of a rigid system 
of press censorship, and our contemporaries 
are getting through the mails with very little 
trouble. 

In the attorney general of the postoffice 
department Mr. Wanamaker has a mild 
apologist who now declares that he regrets 
the extremejmeasures taken against southern 
newspapers for (so-called) violations of the 
anti-lottery law. ‘Tais mild gentleman comes 
forward and states that, in his opinion, the 
action of the authorities—Wanamaker and 
his men—was altogether too hasty; that he 
would not have recommended that judicial 
proceedings be instituted against a newspaper 
unless it was clear that violation of the law 
was premeditated. 

The attorney general is convinced that there 
was a disposition to obey the law all through 
the south, and that a word of warning to the 
papers in question would have been sufficient, 
and he regrets that harsh measures should 
have been resorted to. As to the Frank 
Leslie case, he says: “It was not in the 
province of the postoffice department to 
order a prosecution.,’’ 

Passing over the attorney general’s lame 
apologies in regard to southern newspapers, 
his admission that Mr, Arkell’s publications 
are beyond the power of the law adds to the 
infamy of the persecution of southern news- 
papers under the instructions of the post- 
master general, It is a grave admission for 
an officer of the government to make; but 
truthful, as the facts will attest. 

We have frequently called attention to the 
great license which Mr. Arkell’s publications 
seemed toenjoy. The bold statement that 
they are protected by the administration, 
while other publications are persecuted by it, 
isa disgrace tothe government and a dis- 
grace to the United States. 

The administration is indirectly interested 
in ‘‘Frank Leslie’s’’ and other publications 
of this firm. Wanamaker knew this. He 
knew that Judge and Frank Leslie's News- 
paper were fighting the battles of the ad- 
ministration. It would not do to stop them 
from printing lottery advertisements. They 
were given free course and allowed to do just 
as they pleased, in defiance of the law which 
was so rigidly enforced elsewhere. 

The thing is infamous and brands the ad- 
ministration with deeper disgrace—if that 
were possible. The attorney general of the 
postoffice department is late with his apologies 
but his statement in regard to Frank Leslie’s 
Newspaper is timely. We knew it before, 
but it comes with added emphasis from a 
government official. 

Mr. Wanamaker has used the power vested 
in him, not in the interest of a people, but a 
class He has abused and disgraced the law. 
He worked the lottery law for all it was 
worth against the south, while the success 
of his party was at stake. He has done his 
worst, and now that he has ‘‘gone his length’ 
and sees future defeat staring his party in 
the face, he weakens and seeks to pacify the 
country with a pitiful apology.

LIVINGSTON 


STIRS UP THE WOODS IN ALA- 
BAMA. 


He'Delivers An Able Address on the Place 
of the Alliance in the Democratic 
Party. 


Monxtocomgrny, Ala., November 12.—[Spe- 
ciai.}—Colone! Livingston spoke yesterday to 
20,000 people from every section of Alabama. 
His speech was the best effort of his life. He 
had the audience spell-bound, and swayed 
them from the outburst of applause to tears at 
will. Iie demonstrated that alliance measures 
and alliance efforts were chiefly the cause of 
the signal victory to the democratic party, and 
he said the democratic party owed a debt of 
gratitude to the alliance move. He predicted 
a sweeping victory for the cause of 
the people in 1892. He contrasted 
the alliance platform with the democratic 
platform, and declared that the success 
of the one was the assurance of the other. 

At the close of his speech, the audience went 
wild over his closing sentence, which was: “If 
the alliance people would but stand united, 
1892 will find us with a democratic president, 
a democratic senate, a democratic honse anda 
decent government, of which every citizen 
will be proud.” 

For at least thirty minutes after the close of 
his speech he was occupied in hand-shaking. 
Everybody pressed to the stand to shake his 


hand, and many were heard to say that Liv--° 


ingston was the grandest and greatest man in 
the union. 

Ex-Governor Watts came up and’said: “You 
do not know me, but your speech was the best 
I ever heard, and God bless you for it.” 

In introducing Colone! Livingston,.Captain 
Kolb referred to him as *‘the old warhorse of 
the alliance,’’ and said he had recently can- 
vassed the state of Kansas for the sole pur- 
pose of snowing under that grand old scoun- 
dre!l, John J. Ingails.”’ Colonel Livingston 
spoke as follows: 

COLONEL LIVINGSTON’S SPFRECH, 

Ladies and Gentiemen: Iam glad to be with 
you Alabamians today. Alabama is one of Geor- 
gia’s twin daughters. Iam a son of Georgia, and 
Iam here looking after this daughter. laia glad 
to sce so many oF the good people of Alabama 
here today. I thank the management of the 
Southern exposition for having set apart this day 
as Alliance Day. They can well atford it, too. 
Who is it that made Alabama what she is? The 
answer is here. These men who digand delve and 
toil in her fields and shops. ‘he growth of the 
ailiance order has been the wonder 
of the world; its progress has = as- 
tounded the world. lt began in in- 
Significance. It was fathered by insignificant 
men. Jam not surprised at that. There never 
has been anything great introduced in the world 
that the masses jumped on except to fight it. 
That is humau nature. The world ts always look- 
ing for great reform movements, but when they 
come the.masses shut their eyes and back their 
ears, and jump on it with both feet, and try to 
stamp the life out of it. The necessities for the 
alliance movement were pressing, and that ac- 
counts for its wonderful growth and progress. 
Necessity is the mother of invention. 
is the mother of other things, too. 
crowd the rankest coward in_ the 
down in a fenvee corner and- he'll 
like atiger. The farmers of the country were 
compelled to organize for the protection of their 
interests, their homes. They were driven to the 
last ditch. They saw the black cloud of oppression 
and poverty and ignorance hanging over their 
heads, and they were driven to this movement for 
relief. For twenty years or morethey had taken 
little part id the aifairs of the country, or the leg- 
isiation under which they live. They had about 
as much to say in the control of the affaira of the 
country a8 a man born in Japan and liv- 
ing in China. They were like the man in 
North Carolina who was a_ great horse 
swopper. When the war came on he declared 
that he was aunion man and would not enter the 
confederate service. When the fight began to 
warm upand the federal troops were pushing 
down into North Carolina he went to the swamp 
where his fine horses were hid out, and gota 
beautiful young mare, put his best saddle and 
bridle over her and said he was going to welcome 
the federa! soldiers and make a good horseswap. 
When he met the soldiers he addressed the cap- 
tain and said he was glad to see the flag of the 
union ttoating over North Carolina. Thevaptain 
looked at him a moment and saw his fine mare 
and said “dismount.” He dismounted. “i will 
take your horse,” said the captain. He did it. “Now 
put my old saddie on that old stager there 
and get up and fall in,’’ said the captain. The 
poor fellowed obeyed, but asked the captain if he 
might make a statement. Certaily, said the cap- 
tain. “Well” he said, ‘“durn iny skin if this ain’t 
the first time 1 ever swapped horses without a 
word to say.” Thousands of farmers in this 
country have been swapping horses, without 
having a word to sayin the trade. (Great ap- 

lause.!| You just take the old rip and get up and 
shut your mouth and fall in. JI don’t blame the 
other fellow. You ought to have attended to 
your own business better. 

For years the farmers had been advised as to 
their troubles and remedies. The Lord only 
knows how much advice we have had. Weare 
grateful for it. It showed that the people had 
eympathy for us, and not only that, it showed 
that the other fellows hadan interestin us and 
we Went on taking their medicine. 

The fariners had their heads back and their 
mouths wide open, ready to swallow any sort of a 
dose. We were bad off. They all admit that the 
country was in abad fix. Il want to say tothe 
people outside the ailiance that you ought to 
judge us by our works. If we have done more 
good than harin, then you are a coward or an 
enemy if you don’t fallin and help us. [Applause.} 
Why not? [A voice. “Talk it to ’em there,"’} 
There are tuany things that we haven’t done, 
but we have done a heap. We 
have put the people to reading and thinking. I]’m 
not a gambler, but Dll bet there are a thousand 
men here today who didn’t know atariff from a 
terrapin two years ago. [Applause and cries of 
“ves, yes.’"} There are hundreds and thousands of 
Christian men and women inthis country who 
are praying for the success of the alliance. We 
have not only put the people to reading and think- 
ing, but we have pat firs under them and gota 
move onthem. Wehave moved some in Alabama, 
but Il understand there are some in your state who 
need a fire under them and a log heap on top to 
get them started. [Applause.] I now commend 
fou to the middle of the road and beg you to 

eep 1t.’’ 

The speaker then branched off on the results 
of the recent congressional eiections, and said: 

What brought on that revolution? Cleveland 
SAYS it was the tariff. . We don’t blame Grover for 
that. He daddied the tariff, and the tariff had a 
part in the victory, no doubt. But who put the 
people to thinking and studying? The suballiances 
of this country, northand south and west. Who 
made the great changes in the political state of 
the country’? The alliance did it. And it certainly 
did not do it with weak and indifferent men, 
either. Don’t forget that. Some al- 
liancemen hud very little part in 
that great work. Some of you have got your 
names on the book and that is all. It was about the 
work of tens of thousands of devoted alliancemen 
all over the country, whose backbones are not 
made out of cotton strings. They went into the 
fight determined on securing their relief. In the 
last biovdy war who stormed the batteries? The 


‘gnen who jumped into the fight first and run fast- 


és¥. So it is with the alliance and its war against 
oppression. 

We mean good to ail and ill to none, and I am 
willing for God to judge us on that line. Some 
men thimk, because we have not taken them into 
the order ai? yziven them the password, that the 
alliance is tertwjly mean. Let me say there are 
some on the inside wise oughtn’t to have the pass- 
word, and there are some or the outside to whom 
1 would love to give the password. 

There are severai ditlicuities which alliancemen 
have to fight against. Some of you talk too much, 
Do less talking and more work. | Some men on the 
outside who would get along better if they would 
talk less and think more. Ingalis talked too much, 
and we stamped the feathers off| him. There are 
some menin Alabama who ought to have had 
their feathers taken out, but you tiidn't do it. The 
alliance is sometimes blamed for poli- 
ticians. The people were suffering and the bosses 
ayy them no relief and what else could they do 

uut displace them. You hired |your congress- 
men, paying them $5,000 per year, 
and they waited for you to 
tell them your ideas about what ‘they should do, 
and when you proposed a remedy ‘they said it was 
no good. Some have been displaced in other 
states, and those whogo back will be nearer to 
you hereafter than they have ever been before. 
¢ have hac to teach the world a lesson. This is 

a@ government forthe people and 1t must be ad- 
ministered tor the interests of the people. If the 
politicians are not willing to go on that pro- 
gramme we will have to take the sharp end of the 
pitchfork to them.

How didthe democrati? party win a 
sweeping victory on the 4thof November? It was 
because democrats all over this broad land stood 
shoulder to shoulder. You alliancemen of 
Alabama will never succeed until you stand to- 
gather, and if you are not going to stand together 
you had better quit the business and get out. 
jAppieaee.) Don't make a fool of yourself any 
onger. We must fear the money power. It is 
now being used to crush out the Alliance move-~ 
ment. It is not the money of this country, for 
Wall street is about as poor as we are. It is the 
money powersof Eufope.

Here the speaker dwelt at length upon the 
stronghold that foreign capital has already ob- 
tained in this country. He said: 

Every statesman, from Shomas Jefferson down 
to this day, has warned you against the money 

yower. We have that to fear and guard against. 
Ve must also guard against sectional strife. The 
republicans see that the days of their party are 
numbered, and they will flaunt the bloody shirt 
with the hope of dividing the alliance. When I 
went to Topeka, Kansas, it was  pub- 
lished in the paperae next morning that 
I was a southern ‘rebel, and then 
they issued  handbills announcing that 
fact and heralded it abroad for the purpose of 
prejudicing the people jso that they would not 
hear me. Buti opened their heads and opened 
their hearts,and thank God,I got many of them to 
thinking as I think. They will ask if we are 
going in with the men who wore the biue coats 
and tought the south. The -alliancemen of the 
south and west and north are going to fight 
shoulder to shoulder and press on to victory. 

At this point the speaker was interrupted 
with ealls for the races, and he brought his 
speech to a hurried close. 

Do your duty. If the democratic party succeeds 
in 1892 it is dependent on thealliance. What 
are the doctrines of the Alliance? No more tariff 
than is necessary to conduct the affairs of the 
government, economically administered. Enough 
currency to do the business of the people. Non- 
interference with the ballot of afree man. ‘That 
is alhanceism, and that is democracy. We are 
pleading for old Jeffersonian democracy and 
nothing else. 

Colonel Livingston’s speech was well re- 
ceived by the crowd, and he closed amid a per- 
fect storm of applause. Hundreds of wool hats 
went up in the air, and the crowd surged up 
and had a regularalliance hand-shaking with 
Colonel Livingston and Captain Kolb.

THEIR FIRST SESSION. 


Mayor Glenn and Mr. Kinbrough Receive the 
Farmers Meartily—The First Day of 
the Grangeérs’ Convention.

The grangers took possession of the state 


capitol yesterday. 
They are here from almost every state in the 
union, and Atianta has thrown open its heart 


to them. 

The annual conrention of the National 
Grange of America met yesterday and held its 
first session of the convention from 2 o’clock 
yotil 7 o'clock last night, in the hall of repre- 
sentatives at the capitol. 

The hal! was crowded with visitors and del- 
egates, consisting of gentlemen and ladies, and 
they al] wore their cross-belts of silk hand- 
gomely embroidered with the emblems of their 
cherighed order. 

The session was opened with a song, “My 
Country,’’ and every member joined in the 
chorus. 

My country! °Tis of thee, 
Sweet land of Liberty, 
Or thee I sing; 
Land where my fathers died, 
Land of the Pil@rim’s pride; 
From every mountain side, 
Let freedoni ring. 

Mayor Gienn was invited to act as presiden 
of tho meeting. 

MAYOR GLENSN’S WELCOME. 

In bidding the delegates and visitors wol- 
come to Atignta, Mavor Glenn said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: <As mayor of 
Atlanta, I am happy to meet you on this 
beautiful day and give you a welcome to our 
city. We greet you cordially, and tell you 
that the city is yours for allit is worth. 
Nature itself has joined with us today, and 
batbes our friendiy greeting to you witha 
flood of bright sunshine to make it all the 


warmer. 

“We recognize no set of men greater than 
you, and we feel honored by your visit—you 
who are the toiling bulwarks of the nation, 
Truly hath the poet spoke: 

Whate’er may come, whate’er befall, 
Tlre farmer he doth feed them ali. 

“But, thisis mere form. You have already 
been welcomed to Atlanta and what can I say 
to make that welcome inore substantial. This 
isan American city, made up of Americans 
from the north, from the south, east and west. 
We are always glad to see good people, and in 
behalf of Atlanta I give you assurance that 
a cordial welcome is felt for you around every 
hearthstone ; in our homes andin our hearts.”’ 
{Applause}. 

Mayor Glenn then introduced Colonel Page, 
of Missouri, who responded to Atlanta’s wel- 
come. 

COLONEL PAGER’S SPEECH. 

Colonel Page said: ‘‘To me has been as- 
signed a very pleasant and honorable duty— 
responding to the welcome of Mayor Glenn in 
behalf of Atlanta. In behalf of this great 
order I thank you, sir, (turning to Mayor 
Glenn), for those noble words of welcome you 
uttered here today. 

*] will offer no special eulogium on the fair 
name of Atlanta, your Gate City. She truly 
needs no word of praise. We all know that 
she has sprung Phonix-like from the smoul- 
dering ruins, the ashes left by Sherman’s 
legions. We all know that it 1s now the 

jing spirit of the new south, the pride of all 

our fair southland. 

“We grangers are glad to be with you. We 
are here to study together the most judicious 
plans for the upbuilding of our common 
country; to consult with one another about 
the methods of our pursnit.”’ 

Colonel Page sade of the agricultural in- 
terests of the country, of class legislation and 
how the working people had tofight against it, 
He said it was a question that was being felt 
in Lilinois as in Georgia, and it was high time 
to break the yoke of oppression. 

His speech was frequently interrupted by 
applause. : 

MR. KIMBROUGH SPEAKS. 

Mayor Glenn then introduced Mr. Kim- 
brough, master of the Georgia State Grange, 
who spoke as follows: 

“Brothers and Sisters 
Grange: 

‘*To say that Georgia patrons are elated or 
delighted on this occasion would be but the 
most feeble expression of hearts throbing with 
ecstacy and pulsating with joy. 

‘“‘We realize, as a fact, that more dis- 
tinguished guests have never visited our sec- 
tion, and*that none more true t) the interests 
of agriculture will ever be greeted by Georgia 
farmers. : 

“Words of welcome that will be uttered by 
our most distinguished men and eloquent 
speakers , will 80 expressive of Georgia 
hospitality that it would seem useless for me 
to attempt one word, only to assure you that 
Georgia patrons, whose latch string is always 
pn the outside of the door, are fully up, and 
they will never allow any » one to excel them 
in hospitality to those who come with proper 
sredentials. 

*‘As patrons of Georgia, we are proud of our 
aoble women and loving children, ready and 
anxious to greet you around our hearthstones. 

‘‘We are proud of our humbie home in the 
tural districts whose doors are opened to you. 

‘‘We are proud of our growing gities and 
prosperous towns, for their prosperity, in part, 
isduethe efforts of energetic patrons and 
larmers, taught through the precepts of this 

nd and noble order of ours, how to ‘pre- 
pare the soil, plant the seed, cultivate the 
trops and reap the harvest,’ and is the result 
fa mutual sympathy between commerce, 
igriculture and manufacture. 

‘*We have, from the purest motives, invited 
you to come among our people, 
ind while entwined with the silken chord of 
bur affection, would assure you thatin all our 
humble homes, from east to west, from north 
to south, through verdant dale, in the green 

astures, beside the still waters, among the 

owing herds, you will hear naught but tones 
of welcome and of cheer. [Applause.] 

“‘There’s not a sunbeam on the favored side 
of a Georgia patron’s home, but would warm 
your chilled bones and help you to soon forget 
the blizzards and gajes of the northwest, the 
inowstorms and icicles of New England. 

‘“There’s not a tlash of lightning that plays 
about our mountain top; there’s not a peel of 
deep-toned thunder reverberating from moun- 
tain peek to mountain cragg; there’s not ona 
Georgia patron’s farm a tiny spear of grass, 
cotton bloom or corn tassel; there’s notin our 
flower yard a rosebud, lily or jessamine, but 
extends to each of you from the 
north, south, east and west, a warm 
and cordial welcome, and at the 
tame time would convince you of God’s un- 
bounded love and special care for this most 
highly favored section of ours. [Much ap- 
_ plause.] 

“In welcoming you, we know we welcome 
those who first responded to the cal} of agri- 
culture; when this great country of ours was 
throuded in darkness, and furrowed with 
the fresh made graves of fallen heroes of a lost 
Cause.

“We welcome those who first realized as a 


fact that ‘trusts,’ ‘combines,’ ‘pools,’ 
bucket shops,’ ‘gambling in futures’ through 
the license of nefarious legislation, were clog- 
ging the wheels of manufacture, subverting 
the honest intentions of commerce, oppressing 
the laborer, robbing agriculture-of its just re- 
ward, destroying the ioral vigor of our young 
men, driving them out of the higher vocations 
of life into gambling hells fora remunerative 
usiness. 

“We welcome those who were first to con- 
demn the efforts of all such, and in the most 
emphatic terms have all the time opposed the 
ageregation of wealth, centralization of class 
legislation, paternalism and every unjust 
usurpation of power.

Culture, not favoritism, but justice; not pro- 
tection, but equality. 

‘First to demand free coinage; the abolition 
of our national banking system ; an increase of 
our circulating medium, not @ spasmodic, but 
& permanent increase, sufficient to. stimulate 
business ;that the expense of this increase be put 
apon all the industries alike and not specially 
ou & iow of the leading articles of agricultare. 
We have not demanded a finan policy 


tending toward centralization or that would. 


give the government co 
© have not insis 


telegraph and express lines as it does the post- 


office department, but that those under proper 


and reasonable restrictions, and with a healthy 
competition, are the most potent intluences in 
Stimulating a Fa establishiffg manufac- 
tories and in building up healthy commercial 
relations between states and between nations. 

We welcome those who have no sympathy 


with communism, socialism or anarchism, and 
while they have denounced all revolutionary 


schemes similar to Henry George’s single-tax 


theory as a dogma, with land robbery as the 


object, have always felt ita duty to elevate 
and dignify labor. [{Applause.] 
We welcome yon, not to the ante-bellum 


south—with her reckless systems and profligate 


habits, but among patrons of the Empire State 
of the new south. A section with increasing 
commercial advantages, a rapidly developing 
manufacture, and a progressive agriculture on 
the intensive system. To a section where three 
great factors, commerce, manufacture and ag- 
riculture, hand in hand, with hearts united are 
working together to develop the hidden re- 
sources of a great and grand country. 


We welcome you among a people who donot. 


use the shotgun at the polls, but instead advo- 
eate a free and untrammeled ballot; among 
those who have buried the hatchet, would 
fill the bloody chasm, and put their heel upon 
him who would engender strife between the 
sections, or antagonize any industry or occupa- 
tion. 

We welcome those who were first after 
the civil war to recognize that 
this whole country, from the mountain 
to seaboard, from the Atlantic on the east to 
the Pacific on the west, wasa great country 
with a common interest, and realized the fact 
that each section, with the others, must to 
higher heights attain, or with them to oblivion 
sink. And tothis end have demanded that 
sectional lines, established by political dema- 
gogues, be obliterated, and that the blood 
shirt no longer be waved over this grea‘ an 
grand country of ours. 

Now, brethren and sisters, we are anxious 
that your first visit to our section shall bea 
pleasant and profitable one to all.

COLONEL THOMPSON SPEAKS. 

Mayor Glenn then introduced Colone} 
Thompson, of Illinois, who in response” to 
Mr. Kimbrough said: ‘In behalf of the 
Patrons of the National Grange I return our 
unanimous vote of thanks for the welcome 
and the speech you have just given us here on 
this floor. Weare pleased to watch with ap- 
proving eye the grand strides of this, 
your magic city. We know some- 
thing of your boundless resources; of your 
timber lands, your mineral beds, your broad 
and fertile fields|§ We know that you are 
moving on to reach a brilliant zenith of com- 
mercial success. Why, sir, we even recognize 
the fact that Georgia will some day rival our 
own good state of Lilinois.. [Laughter.] Look 
at great shipping facili- 


‘‘We feel that we are not among strangers 
here in Atlanta, though we are fromafar. We 
fee] that we know you as patrons of husbandry 
and we see your hospitalities on every side. I 
want to tell the people of Atlanta that we are 
glad to be here.’’ 

Mr. Thompson spoke at some length on the 
work of the farmers, their schooling in the 
grange and the alliance, and urged steps for 
gaining better national legislation for the 
farmers: 

He made a good speech and was frequently 
wa! eo ‘ 

The convention then joined in singing 
“Marching On,” Mayor Glenn lending his 
voice also to swell the loud chorus. 

‘The farmers have been marching on very 
rapidly in this state,’’ said Mayor Glenn at the 
conclusion of the song, introducing Governor 
Northen to the grangers. Mayor Glenn said 
he was both a farmer and statesman, and not 
only that, but a good governor. 

GOVERNOR NORTHEN SPEAKS. 

Governor Northen delivered an eloquent ad- 
dress of welcome on behalf of the state of 
Georgia. 

Referring to the speoch of Mr. Thompson, of 
Lilinois, Governor Northen said: 

My friend from Illinois has just said that he was 

lad to be welcomed to the Georgia that is to be, 

scause he beheld a possible rivai to Iliinois. 

But we welcome you to Georgia as she is, the em- 
pire state of the south. We propose to keep her 
ahead of Illinois. 

Then drawing a comparison between Geor- 
gia and Illinois, he continued: 

Georgia’s leading city was burned to the ground, 
and itis the grandest city in the south today. Lili- 
nois’ leading wity was burned to the ground, and 
Mayor Glenn says Atlanta is bigger than Chicago. 
Illinois has elected a legislature of farmers and 
Georgia has kept up in that particular. Georgia 
isupto Illinois in all things,and she is still 
ee grandly onward. 

We love Georgia—we are proud of her. We 
love hea as she is and we live for her glorious fu- 

ure. 
: We welcome you as farmers of America to come 
among us, to meet with the Georgia farmers to 
discuss improved methods in agriculture and to 
pass legislation that affects agriculture. 

We welcome you as American Ccitizens—citizens 
of the grandest republic the world has ever seen. 

More than this, we welcome you as brothers—as 
brother farmers from all the states and territories 
of this union. 

Governor Northen dwelt upon the recent 
unpleasantness, and. as an illustration, told a 
little story of two school boys who quarreled. 

‘‘The next day,” he said, ‘‘they met, when 
one of the boys said, ‘That was yesterday, 
Johnnie; that was yesterday—let’s forget it.’ 
Then guving on in to their teacher he con- 
tinued, ‘That was yesterday—Johnny loves 
me and Ilove Johnny. We have forgotten it.’ 

“As brethren in one common country, as 
brethren in one common cause, I welcome 
you to Georgia—to Atlanta, and if upon 
this American continent you can find a people 
of more spirit, of more energy, of more pro- 
gressiveness, and a people of more generous 
hospitality, I would like to know whero that 
city is.”’ 

Speaking of farming in Georgia, Governor 
Northen said he would like to take the 
grangers downto his farm and show them 
how Georgians farmed. 

“*T can show you ground down there at $3an 
acre upon which you can make a larger net 
incomethan upon groundin Ohio, Illinois or 
Wisconsin at $125 an acre. | am selling from my 
farm,close to which land can be had at $5 and $6 
an acre, product that yields larger dividend 
than farms in Ohio that are held at $200 an 
acre,’’ 

Governor Northen’s address was received 
with enthusiasm. 

A VOICE FROM THE KEYSTONE STATE. 

Celonel Leonard Rhone, of Pennsylvania, 
responded to Governor Northen’s welcome. 

Colonel Rhone said he was not at ail disap- 

pointed at the hospitable reception extended 
to the officers and delegates to the National 
Grange. 
m The delegates, he said, were there from his- 
torial New England, from the great middle 
states and from the El Dorado of the Pacific 
coast to meet with their brethren in the sunny 
southiand. 

He said not only the agricultural prosperity 
of the country, but the prosperity of the nation 
itself depended upon the conservatism and in- 
telligence of the agricultural interests, Colo- 
nel Rhone then referred to the organi- 
zation of the Patrons of Husbandry, 
and the objects of the organization. 

“It is not sectional nor mercenary,” he 
said, ‘‘but the members are bound together in 
bonds of fraternity and love to work the 
prosperity and further the interests of agricul- 
ture in the nation.”’ 

Not only America, he said, was interested 
in American agriculture, but the eyes of the 
world were upon it,on account of the great 
export of agricultural products from this 
country. It was the exports of agricultural 
products that maintained the balance of trade 
in the favor of the United States. 

Colonel Rhone concluded by saying that the 
members of the grange could not but feel that 
the south was in full sympathy with the farm- 
ers, by the hearty reception they had been 
given. 

COLONEL HAWKINS. : 

Colonel Hiram Hawkins, of Alabama, wel- 
comed the members of the convention on be- 
half of the southern

-andalso showed that the revenues 0 


should be organized as it was just at the close 
of the war. : 

“Tt bridged the bloody chasm,” he said. 
“The swords of the farmers were beaten into 
plowshares through its teachings of fra- 
ternity.”’ : ae 

The grange now was a fixed institution in 
the land. The flag waved in every state and 
territory in the union. 

‘More than one hundred thousand noble 
women are enlisted in its ranks, wielding a 
mighty power in the social and _intel- 
lectual progress of the sere To educate 
the agricultural classes and bring them to a 
higher knowledge of their duties and responsi- 
bilities as American men and women, was one 
of the cardinal principles of the order.” 

Colonel Hawkins gave some interesting 
figures showing ‘the vast importance of the 
agricultural interests of the country. He 
said he mentioned these statistics 
to show that America was a 
great agricultural country. The south 
is a great agricultural section, he said, 
and he extended to the delegates a hearty 1n- 
vitation to pitch their tents here and help de- 
velop Georgia’s rich resources. 

OTHEK SPEAKERS. 

Hon! Alpha Messer, of Vermont, responded 
to Colonel Hawkin’s welcome in @ very &p- 
propriate manner. 


Among other things he said he was rejoiced 


that the time had come when Vermont could 
come to Georgia or Georgia could go to Ver- 
mont and receive the same welcome as Geor- 
gia would extend to Alabama or Vermont to 
Massachusetts. 

Governor Gordon was introduced and was 
received with enthusiasm. He made 4 short 
but eloquent speech, extending a patriotic 
welcome to the grangers. 

Colonel J. H. Brigham responded to Gover- 
nor Gordon on behalf of the National grange. 

Colonel Brigham’s speech, which was 
greeted with great applause, closed the public 
session at the capitol. 

The Night Session. 

The ‘evening session was devoted to the 
reports of officers and a portion of the masters 
of the state granges. 

Hon. J. H. Brigham, of Delta, O., worthy 
master, delivered his annual address, which 
reviews at length the condition of the order, 
and shows that the year just ending is the 
most successful since 1874. 

The report of the lecturer, Hon, Mortimer 
Whitehead, of New Jersey, dwelt upon the 
work in the lecture field, the distribution of 
grange literature and the application of the 
educational features of the order, 
notably in better farming, matters 
of business and its infinence for good upon all 
political parties. Called attention to the 
meagerness of the appropriations for the de- 
partment of agriculture in comparison with 
other governmental departments. 

The secretary’s, Dr. John Trimble, one of 
the founders of the order, report shows the 
organization of 377 new ar or double 
that of the previous year; the reorganiza- 
tion ofa large number of dormant granges, 
. the or- 
der had increased during the year over 40 per 
cent; that upwards of 40,000 printed documents 
were distributed through his office. 

About 27,000 granges have been established 
since the foundation of the order in 1866. 

The remaining important reports are those 
of the ex-committee and the national legisla- 
tive committee, which, together with the re- 
maining reports of the state masters, will be 
submitted today. 

The grange will be in session from eight to 
ten days. 

In addition to the delegates, there is a largo 
number of visitors, principally from New Eng- 
land, the middle states and the Pacific slope. 

The hours of meeting are: 9:30 a. m., 2:40 
and 7:30 p. m. 

The higher degrees of the order will be con- 
ferred on Friday night, unless the grange de- 
cides to accept an invitation to visit the expo- 
sition at Montgomery, Ala.

DEATHS IN GEORGIA. 


Colonelf{Joseph H. Nesbit, a Veteran Jour- 
nalist, Passes Away. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., November 12.— 
([Special.|—Colonel Joseph H. Nesbit, re- 
cently of the editorial management of The 
Chronicle here, died at his home in this city 
at 11 o’clock last night, and his remains were 
laid to rest this. evening in the city cemetery.

THE STOCK MARKET.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 12.—The, stock market 
today showed a materially better feeling, both in 
the street and outside, and there was a most grat- 
ifying confidence displayed that not only was the 
worst now over, tut that the improvement will be 
quick and sharp. The action of the clearing house 
committee in coming to the relief of the banks in 
difficulty was the means of restoring the confi- 
dence of many, while the improvement in the 
situation abroad was also a powerful factor to 
thatend. Not only were the active stocks much 
higher all day, but the inactive specialties which 
yesterday could not find buyers at any price, today 
were taken at constantly advancing figures, and 
the heavy slump in those shares was in a grcat 
measure made up. Liquidation in Villards is now 
believed to have marked the culmination of the 
efforts to torce complete liquidation in the street, 
as those stocks had resisted the force applied for 
a much longer time than any other group of stocks 
on the list. The impression is now that while the 
situation has been changed for the better and tle 
improvement in the condition of affairs will be 
followed by higher prices al! along the line. There 
were still rumors of further troubles in financial 
circles, and the North River bank went into the 
hands of an examiner late in the day, though the 
fact was not made known until after the close of 
business. Foreigners were heavy buyers all day 
long, and transactions fur foreign account were 
so large that the suspicion that the late sales for 
London wereforthe short account was openly 
expressed. Loaning rates for stocks have been 
very high and the inquiry has been very urgent, 
which would go farto give color tothe suspicion. 
Money was still tight at tho exchange, and a pre- 
mium of 18 per cent was exacted for use over the 
day, while it was believed that the banks were 
loaning to their customers on satisfactory collat- 
erals at rates even iower than the legal figure. 
Buying was throughout of a most confident char- 
acter and refiected an easier feeling, both in 
money and asto the general situation. The re- 
port that Gould had acquired control of Union 
Pacific was used forall it was worth, but that 
stock showed no response to the story, and today 
was only fairly active and moved over a compara- 
tively narrow range. There were reports that the 
North American company was in trouble, and 
while the officers announced that they had tided 
over their engagements that stock was sold 
heavily, and while taken freely failed to advance 
with the remainder of the list, and was especially 
sluggish in comparison with Northern Pacific. 
Transactions in it, however, were on an enormous 
scale and aggregated about one-quarter of the 
total business done in all securities. The general 
list was very feverish, though there was an almost 
continuous advance in prices from the opening to 
the close. Karly London figures showed again 
a marked improvement over ours of last night, 
and we followed with advance of from 1 to 3 per 
cent, and although selling was very heavy in early 
trading, the demand was such that the list failed 
to go much under the opening. Tbe principal ad- 


’ verse influence at the time was sales for the ac- 


count of suspended firms, but even this was suc- 
cessfully overcometoward 11 o'clock. Northern 
Pacific took the lead immediately in the upward 
movement, and before noon the entire list fol- 
lowed, placing prices on a materially higher level. 
The gains extended to everything traded in, and 
finctuations in afew of the specialties attracted 
considerable attention. Vullman dropped to 168, 
the lowest price fora long time, but recovered at 
close to 185. Other movements were ona smaller 
scale, but sufficiently large to cause a recovery of 
most of the losses of yesterday. The market be- 
came much more settled in the aftérnoon and 
comparative dullness was seen at times in the list. 
They were not of long duration, however, and the 
buying movement took on increased force toward 
the end of the session, andthe close was active 
aud very strong at about the highest prices of the 
day. Finaladvances are almost invariably for 
material amounts, gain of fractions being the ex- 
ception. Northern Pacific preferred is up 7 per 
cent, common 2%, Wheeling and Lake Erie pre- 
ferred 4, common 1%, St. Paul 35, Burlington and 
Quincy 344.

NEW YORK, November 12—[Special]—A feeling 
of buoyancy that was in marked contrast to the 
depression.of yesterday made itself felt in finan- 
cial circles today, as a result of the action of the 
clearing house in resolving on the unlimited issue 
of certificates. Cotton has sympathized about 8 
a9 points, notwithstanding a decline of 243-640 
in Liverpool. The weakness abroad, our cables 
inform us, was entirely due to the report that 
Messrs. Neill Bros. estimate of the crop was 
8,000,000 minimum. The firmer feeling in this 
market was due also in a measure toa belief that 
the grade difference will this evening be reversed 
to such an extent as to practically prohibit the 
delivery of low grade cotton on contracts, thus 
rendering them mich more valuable, At this writ- 
ing the revision is not accomplished, but indica- 
tions are that it will be made. Our advices are 
to the effect that money stringency is now com- 
mencing to make itself felt outside of New York, 
and at southern centers exchange on New York is 
practically unsalable in consequence of the tight- 
ness of money here,and that stringency is com- 
mencing to make itself felt on the price of cotton. 
After the close of business here the announee-

again caused a feeling of great uneasiness ; for, 
although the institution.is a small one, its col- 
lapse has given a fresh shock to confidence.

that at the time of her death the property was

originate from the engine the company is 
liable without the further proof thatit oc- 
curred. by reason. of the negligence alleged, 
that is, in not having spark-arresters and tire- 
boxes, and in suffering the track to be cov- 
ered with rubbish.

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GOLD IN THE EARTH. 


An Atlanta Company Interested in Mining 
Property. 4 

Granyy Creek, Fannin County, Ga., No- 
vember 10.—[Special.]—As directed, I have 
entered this mountainous region, crossed the 
Blue Ridge at an altitude of 2,300 fect, forded 
the Cartreay and other rivers, to furnish Tue 
CoNnsTITUTION’s readers with information rel- 
ative tothe gold mines of this section, and 
herelam. And here is the old Lovingood 
mine, which was known of and worked as long 
ago as 1840 by its then owner, for whom it was 
named as above, and who, with the old-fash- 
ioned ‘‘Long Tom” washed out over $10,000 in 
nuggets in a few years. Subsequently it was 
owned by Governor McDonald, and up to the 
time of his death it was worked successfully. 
Since the war it has been worked more or less 
in a crude way by the use of the “‘Long Tom,” 
or simply by washing in a pan, or what is 
known as placer mining. 

Having heard of recent rich discoveries at 
this mine, I came here to investigate, and find 
that the report is fully sustained, and that this 
mine is likely to prove a bonanza toits owners, 
who, by the way, are Atlanta men, Captain 
Dave Wylie, Bob Mann, R. M. Farrar, Hon. 
Jim O’Neil, and perhaps others, who have or- 
ganized under the name of the Piedmont Con- 
solidated Gold Mining Company, of which 
Captain D. G. Wylie is the president. I was 
so fortunate as to meet him here with a noted 
English mineralogist and mining engineer, 
Professor J. D. Caldon, and from him I got 
information not otherwise obtainable, and saw 
the mine and the experimental work that was 
being carried on, but I will first describe the 
location and the surroundings. 

On the east side of the Blue Ridge, twenty- 
two miles from Ellijay, there is a small 
mountain, or big hill, known as Granny hill. 
Around this hill are other higher ones—the 
Jolin Dick mountains, Stock hill, ete. And 
Granny hill is now believed to be a veritable 
mountain of gold; that is, it is intersected 
with rich veins of gold-bearing 
quartz, two of which veins have been 
lately located running through the 
hill from southwest to northeast. I saw the 
veins, saw the rock taken out, had it broken 
with a hammer and powdered up ina cast 
iron mortar; saw the rock thus powdered, 
washed outin a pan, and saw the fine gold 
that was left, and from four pounds of the 
rough rock, in which I could not see anything, 
there came a half penny weight of gold, 
worth, say, 40 cents. Another smaller piece 
weighing two and a half pounds from the 
same vein, a little deeper down, was treated 
the same way, and the result was 30 cents 
worth. This would be at the rate of over 10 
cents to the pound of quartz, or say $200 to the 
ton; and this ore can be mined and worked in 
& stamp mili for less than 50 cents a ton, so [ 
am informed by Professor Caldon. For the 
past fifty years these.veins have been looked 
for. One man named Lawhon, from Lumpkin 
county, run a large tunnel into the side of the 
hill, and came within ten feet of one of the 
veins lately discovered. Had he run a little 
to the left he would have struck itand been 
rich, as it was the expense of the search and the 
failure to find it made him poor. Granny hill 
is well situated for successful work, being sur- 
rounded by large streams of water, east by 
Granny creek, south by Eating creek, both of 
which enter into Noontootley creek, on the 
west side, and the latter empties into Toccoa 
river, near by, all of them having sutticient 
force and fall to carry off the refuse and tail- 
ings fiom the sluices used in washing out the 
gold. At present the water used is carried 
trom Granny creek in an open ditch around 
the base of Granny hill into a reservoir, from 
where it is carried in pipes to any lower point, 
and used to wash off the surface dirt around 
and below the base of the hill. I saw less than 
fifteen cubic yards of dirt washed out, part of 
itold tailings, part original dirt; the result 
was only sixty pennyweights of gold. If it 
had been all original dirt there is no doubt but 
that it would have been as much more—but it 
was necessary to remove the old refuse to 
make room for further operations. 

The property owned by the Consolidated 
Gold Mining Company consists of about 230 
acres, with Granny hill occupying a position 
near the center. The land slopes towards 
“Granny” and ‘‘Noontooley’’ creeks, having 
aslate bottom from two te six feet down—in 
the placer mining operations the gold is found 
in the clay or gravel deposit overlaying this 
slate foundation. I sawaminer pick up a 
nugget while shoveling dirt out of an old 
gulch. It weighed about four or five penny- 
weights. This gold found on these bottoms 
must certainly be carried there froin the rich 
veins that are in Granny hill. In addition to 
the gold, this is a fine country for apples and 
honey ; there are some stills also. Your readers 
will understand what Iimean. I will go from 
here to the ‘‘Lucky Eight’? mine, in Gilmer 
county, and give ny impressions as toit. Bob 
Mann and Jim O’Neil are, I believe, old 
bachelors. Give the young ladies a hint that 
they are likely to be very rich and should be 
looked after. ee te Pp
